On July 2, 1954, although EICKHOFF had been 
so advised at the time of the original interview with 


him on June 7, 1954, he was again advised in accordance 
with instructions ‘in reBulet, 
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TRUMAN BETHURUM 
“FLYING SCS” 


On June 7, 195i, Mr. Thomas Eickhoff, 3721 
Tappan Avenue, Cincinnati 23, Ohio, Operator of Tom's 
Beauty Salon, Neave Building, Fourth and Race Streets, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, advised that although he belongs to 
no organization interested in flying saucers or discs, 
he has been interested in this subject. 


He said on June 3, 195 an ad appeared in 
"Te Cincinnati Enquirér", a newspaper of general circu- 
lation in Cincinnati, Ohio, to the effect that on June 
11, 195) a program would be presented a e Taft 
Auditorium in Cincinnati, Ohio on "the real flying’ 
saucer story." Mr. Eickhoff advised that this advertise- 
ment disclosed no sponsor for this program and it was 
only noted on the ad that tickets for the program sold 
for $2.00. per person and would be on sale at the Central 
Ticket Office in Cincinnati, © 


Mr. Eickhoff continued that because of his 
interest in the subject of flying saucers, he desired 
to know the sponsor of the program and found out from 
the Central Ticket Office that the ad had been placed 
by Henry; Miday, 364 West Lewiston Avenue, Ferndale 20, 
Michigan: He said he telephonically contacted Maday 
on June 3, 1954 and found that Maday was only the agent 
having rented the Taft Auditorium and that he was 
acting on behalf of Truman’ Bethurum and George Hunt 
Williauson. 


He continued that on June 4, 195. Maday 
called him back and told him there had been a dis- 
agreement between Maday,Béthurum and Williamson over 
Maday's arrangement for the sale of tickets of the 
program and the renting of the auditorium. Eickhoff 
advised that Maday at no time said anything to discredit 
either Bethurum or Williamson and indicated that their 
disagreement concerned only Maday's placing the ad 

in "The Cincinnati Enquirer" prior to having tickets 

for the program available in Cincinnati. 
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Mr. Eickhoff further related that about ten 
minutes after he had talked to Maday on Friday, June h, 
1954, he received a call from George Hiint_Williamson and 
a Mr,{Manspeaker, who confirmed to him that Maday was no | 
longer associated with them, and asked that Hickhoff meet 
with them at a luncheon at the Terrace Plaza Hotel, 
Cincinnati, Ohio on June 7, 195i. 

Mr, Eickhoff, in explanation of his interest 
in this matter, advised that he had read such books as 
"Plying Saucers From Outer Space," written by Donald E, 
Kehoe, retired. major, U. 5. Marine Corps, which book was 
published by Harper's Publishers, and a book entitled 
"Flying Saucers Have Landed," by George Adamski, which 
book is published by Werner-Lowery Company in England, 
and is distributed by the British Book Center in New York 
City. He said that he has also heard broadcasts by 
persons he considers reputable news commentators, such as 
Walter Winchell, Fulton Lewis, Jr., and Frank Edwards, 
to the effect that reliable persons have reported observing 
flying discs or saucers. He said contrary to these reports, 
the U. S. Air Force has denied the existence of the flying 
saucer and he felt that persons such as Truman Bethurun 
and George Hunt Williamson, in presenting a program such 
as that contemplated, were elther truthful or they were 
frauds. He stated that if they had a true story to tell, 
then he felt it was of such nature that it should be given 
as wide a distribution as possible, so that the people 
might learn the true facts regarding flying discs. He 
said, however, if their story was not true, then the hold- 
ing of such a meeting as was contemplated would be a fraud 
on the general public. He estimated that such a meeting 
in Cincinnati might draw two thousand people, which, at 
$2.00 apiece, would result in a $,000.00 take for the 
promoters. 


To identify Truman Bethurum, Mr. HEickhoff had 
with him two copies of the magazine "Valor," which he stated 
he got from Bethurum, this magazine being self-identified 
as the "Golden Times Weekly," published by Soul Craft 
Chapels, Post Office Box 192, Noblesville, Indiana. The 
two issues which Mr. Eickhoff had with him were numbers 15 
and 16 of volume 6 of the publication, the number 15 being 
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dated February 6, 195 and number 16 being dated 
February 13, 1954. The number 15 issue contained an 
article concerning Truman Bethurum, in which he is 
identified as a truck driver from Redondo Beach, Calif- 
ornia, and it refers to an article dated December 31, 
1953, which appeared in the "Daily Breeze," a newspaper 
at Redondo Beach, California, which allegedly contained 
a description of an encounter which Truman Bethurum had 
with a crew of assumed space explorers under the super- 
vision of a ravishing woman commandant in the Nevada 
desert. The article also reflects that Truman Bethurum 
allegedly was aboard flying saucers on eleven occasions. 
At the bottom of the first page of issue number 15 there 
appeared in what Mr. Eickhoff stated was the handwriting 
of Truman Bebhurum the statement "This is a true story, | 
a factual experience -- Truman Bethurun." 


The above mentioned article in "Valor" also 
reflected that Truman Bethurum is 55 years of age and that 
his residence address is 519 North Gertruda Avenue, 
Redondo Beach, California. 


Mr. Hickhoff reiterated that he felt Bethurum's 
story, if true, should be given wide publicity, but that - 
if the story was false, then he should be prosecuted for 
fraud. He stated that he first took his information to 
the Air Force in the person of Lieutenant Colonel John 
O'Mara of Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Ohio, whom 
Eickhoff visited personally at O'Mara'ts home in Fairborn, 
Ohio, on Sunday, June 6, 195. Eickhoff indicated that 
he asked Colonel O'Mara if there were such things as 
flying saucers and-if Bethurum's story could be true, 
and he said O'Mara denied that-there was such athing as 
a flying saucer and indicated to him that Donald E. Kehoe, 
the author of "Flying Saucers in Outer Space" was a fraud 
and that information is available in Washington that 
Kehoe is a fraud. He said he was advised, however, by © 
Colonel O'Mara that the Air Force could take no action 
with respect to Bethurum or Williamson. > 


Eickhoff continued that it was his intention to 


aid in the promotion of a meeting for Bethurum in Cincinnati. 
He advised that the original meeting schedule for June 11

had been cancelled, and that he felt this meeting had 
such important. information for the people as a whole 
that he was going to make every effort to make the 
meeting one of national significance, He said he in- 
tended to invite to the meeting all nationally prominent 
news commentators. He intended to try to get radio time 
to advertise the meeting but he did not wish to partici- 
pate in this matter in any way if it would violate 
security regulations in any manner, or if Bethurum and 
his associates were in any way fraudulent. He stated 
that he so informed Bethurum, Williamson and Mr. 
Manspeaker at the luncheon meeting which was held at 

the Terrace Plaza Hotel on June 7, 1954. They informed 
him that they were not afraid of an investigation; that. 
Bethurum's story was factual, end that they had no ob jec- 
tion to, Eickhoff's advising) Governnent authorities 
regarding it. 


Mr. Eickhoff stated that his report to this 
office was part of his plan to inform all the Federal 
agencles he thought should kmow about the activities of 
Bethurum. He advised that in line with his contemplated 
plans that on the evening of June 7, 195) there was to 
be another meeting at the home of L. H=--Stringfield, 

7017 Britton Avenue, Cincinnati 27, Ohio, at which 
meeting there would be Mr. Stringfield, Williamson, «+ ., 
Manspeaker, Bethurun, Ralphséimmermann and Mr, Eickhoff. 
He said at this meeting they would plan a method of 
operation and make arrangements for this meeting of . 
national significance. He said he intended to set the 
date of the meeting far enough in advance so that if 
any Governmental agency determined that there was fraud 
involved that agency would have sufficient time to act 
prior to the holding of the meeting. He advised he 
intended to keep a detailed record of all.actions taken 
by. this group, and that he would voluntarily furnish 
such information to.the F.B.I. 


Eickhoff advised that he had not known and 
had not met either Bethurum, Williamson or Manspeaker 
prior to the events described above. He said that George 
Hunt Williamson identified himself as an archeologist 
and a writer for the magazine "Valor," who resides in 
Noblesville, Indiana. ; 
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He said that Manspeaker, whose first name 
he did not know, is also connected with "Valor" magazine 
in some way. . ; 


He was asked as to what interest "Valor" 
magazine has in Bethurum, and whether Bethurum was . 
sponsored by any other organization. He advised that 
he did not know the interest of "Valor" magazine in 
Bethurum, and so far as he knew, Bethurum was acting 
on his own and had no organizational affiliations or 
sponsorship. He was asked as to what disposition would 
be made of receipts from a large meeting and he advised 
that he did not know what disposition would be made of 
the money. He said he understood that Bethurum had been 
on tour for some time and that the meeting scheduled 
for Cincinnati originally on June 11, 195) was to be 
the beginning of a new series of meetings. 


William Dudley-Belley, Noblesville, Indiana 
reportedly operates the Soul Craft Press at Noblesville 
and among other pamphlets, published the weekly journal 
entitled "Valor", which Mr. Pelley describes as a "journal 
of the applied spirituality." This publication is said 
to deal mainly with practical mysticism, the spiritual 
movement called Soulcraft and the relationshop between 
earth man and the individuals arriving on this planet 
from flying saucers. Mr. Pelley is said to claim that 
these individuals arriving in flying saucers are of 
greater intelligence and learning than the earth people 
and are here to give the earth people intellectual 
guidance and spiritual endowment and guidance, 


On July 2, 1954, Thomas Eickhoff advised that 
no progress had been made with respect to holding a 
meeting for Truman Bethurum in Cincinnati, Ohio which 
would be of national significance. He said that Bethurumn 
had returned to California but that there was a possib- 
ility that he would again come to Cincinnati, Ohio in 
the fall of 1954. At-the same time Mr.. Eickhoff advised _ 
that he had communicated with Donald Es-Kehoe, author $<: - 
of the book "Flying Saucers From Outer ‘Space" and had aan 
advised him that he had been informed by Lieutenant 
Colonel John O'Mara, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base,

Mr, President: ; ad Sept. 22, 1954 


As citizens of Detroit and vicinity, we request audience with you regarding the coming of 
Space ships to this earth.

Mr. President, we feel that this policy is false, Tear pRovesie and entirely mistaken for 
the Pond Wine reasons: 


1. We believe that these phenomena are of a magnitude and importance such as to 
warrant the utmost openness and cooperation between government and citizenry. 


We believe that the present policy of silence and secrecy is a reflection on 
the intelligence and loyalty of the American citizen.

In a 73-word statement, 3 sci- 
entists gave reasons why they ended their investigation, but it contained no 
opinion on who or what made the hole, or how it was made. 


"The statement, signed by J.Stewart Williams, professor of ee Utah State 


e,,duincoln La Paz, director, Institute, of M eteoritics, Uni- | 
versity of New Mexico and Clyde T.Hardy, USAC geology professor re read: ° 


‘In the region extending from Clarkston south to Paradise, exhaustive interro- 
gation of numerous persons who saw or heard the explosive phenomenon at 
midnight on May 1 has been carried out. The testimony thus obtained and material 
evidence recovered as a result of subsurface investigations at the site of the 
explosion west of Logan have disclosed that the crater was not produced by a 


conventional meteorite fall. For these reasons, operations have been discontinued!" 


And from the iibane: May 5: 'Dr. Lincoln La Paz spent his first full day 
here, working with Dr. J.Stewart Williams and Dr. Clyde T.Hardy. On his 
arrival here Monday night, Dr. La Paz said the hole must have been made by 

a 'whopper' if it contains a meteorite. They decided to place a frame around 
the crater and cover it with wire mesh. Workers will stand on movable planks 
and probe with a pipe. In this way they will know they have probed every piece 
possible under the mesh. 


" My recommendation is that we excavate until we find what made the hole, ' 
said Dr. LaPaz, who is credited with recovering the world's largest aerolite, 
weighing more than one ton,"' 


The incident occurred on May 1 bringing ''500 phone calls'' to the Logan City 
oo ——Police Dept: Residents reported their-houses~' shaken" -and-f-V-viewers-said=~—~---~ - --- 
their reception was disturbed. A check made later with Hill Air Force Base 
and Salt Lake City indicated no planes in the area for several hours. A war 
veteran described the 16 ft. wide and 6 ft. deep hole as looking like a "bomb 
crater.'' Sod was found scattered in all directions for more than 100 yards. 


On Aug. 31,'54, I wrote Dr. Clyde T. Hardy, geologist who worked on the pro- 
* ject, asking if any substantial evidence as to its (the explosion's) source had 
been uncovered. Following is Dr. Hardy's reply of Sept. 11,1954: 


"Reference is made to your letter of Aug.31 re. the explosion and crater west 
of Logan. Although a fireball was reported by several people previous to the 
ground explosion, I am personally convinced that they were confused. One es- 
pecially competent observer describes a ground flash only and he was favorably 
situated to see all aspects of the occurrence."

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JET 'EXPLODES" CHASING UFO NEAR UTICA, N.Y.: The gamy but. saucer-, 
phobic press tried pitting wits with its readership. They handed the unsus-. 
pecting reader a front page story without the facts, then (‘see July 3 New York 
Times) presented the facts in a separate story buried in the back pages. Reason: 
They feared public reaction to saucer tragedy, viz: Capt. Mantell. But, wits 
didn't pit right with Ted Bloecher and others suchas Lester S. Parker of Topeka, 
Kansas.

"A Mohawk Airlines pilot eatimated the altitude of the object at about 20, 000 ft.

(A Correlation of Flying Saucers and 
Visitors from other Planets-in The Bible)

"lying Saucers" have made the headlines off and on for many months now, 
Much has been written about them, Research has shown that "flying cha- 
riots" and strange powers, both of locomotion and destruction, are d.es- 
cribed in the hcly books of various heathen faiths many thousands of 
years older than our own, "Flying Chariots" have been seen and reported 
and net believed for many ages, ‘That is nothing new. But what is new 
is that recently they have been photographed, 


Having established the factuality of the "flying saucer", it is now a- 
bout time that we find a theological confirmation of the whole matter. 
This is a necessity! If "flying saucers" inhabit outer-space, and if 
they have some kind of celestial character, they should have some place 

in the total economy of God, ‘ney should have more place in our think- 
.-ing—and-planning,-and one would expect them-~to-he menttoned-in-our—owm ---- 

holy books, too, We are therefore not surprised, upon investigations 

to find "flying" clouds, rolls, chariots, wheels and people, mentioned 

in the Bible, To realize this, is to make a great many mysterious 

things in the Bible seem both matter-of-fact and encouraging! 


The ancients, it is true, had no adequate words to describe the things 
they saw in their day which came from outer space. If a thing flew, it 
was called a "flying" cloud, bird, chariot or angel, We, today, should 
have progressed far enough scientifically to call objects from outer- 
space by names which are more appropriate, But the unhappy term "flying 
saucer" is a term more reminiscent of a tea-party than of the man-world 
of science, It seems our own nomenclature, or is it our imagination, is 
very inadequate also. However, the possibility and probability of real- 
izing unheard of sources of power and speeds, and the conquering of 
space is to us but a matter of time, 


To understand our own holy bock we must replace outworn mythological ter- 
minology of yester-year with the most adequate scientific terminology of 
today, The heaven of yesterday we call "space" today! It can be noth~ 
ing else. The angels cf yesterday are the “space-men" of today. An 
angel was an inhabitant of space, They came from other worlds, If. 
there are any inhabitants of outer space, we today would call them “space- 
men", The "flying" clouds, horses, or chariots of scripture we call 
"flying saucers" or "svace ships", With a clarification of but these 
three terms, many things now fall into place quite naturally. 


Angels or "space-men" have been seen. They've walked on earth. We read 

. Wayback in-the0ld Testament; Bye~angeks—lor-space~men)--came—to-Sedems—~- 
in the evening, When Lot saw them he rose to meet them, and bowed him- ~ 
self with his face to the ground", He spoke to them and offered them 
hospitality. They did him a favor too. They saved his life! For these 
two space-men subsequently led an attack on Sodom and Gomorrah and de- 
stroyed it with “brimstone and fire out of heaven (space)" (Gen. 19).

Daniel (Dan. 9:21) calls the angel Gabriel, a man. He describes this 
| space-man as coming to him in "swift flight_atthe-time—of +the—evening—-—— - 
~ sacrifice", and he also describes the interview which followed, Numer- 

ous incidents are mentioned in scripture of space-men landing on earth 

and contacting earth-men, usually bringing, to them an important message. 

About three hundred such incidents can be listed! They brought help as 

well as destruction, these men from outer-space or heaven, - 


I believe that we should take these observations more matter-of-factiy,. 
We are not dealing with mythology here, A literal understanding of 


these incidents in modern thought-patterns brings astonishing clarit 
to all, Our religion should become more materialistic in order to cone 


form with scripture, and not vice-versa as our ¢lerics and others have 
been telling us for so long, We have practically and mistakenly spiri- 
tualized religion out of existence, and thus caused the great divorce 
between science and religion. True sciengs is true religion, 


These angels or space-men pi aren 
space-men, described as a Meee ce Rev, TON. Nene acum at oF 
heaven (space) wrapped in a cloud", Let us call symbolical language 
and oriental imagery by their right names. To be "wrapped in a cloud" 
means to be surrounded by an object. In other words, this space-man 
was piloting a space-ship, How else couid the observers of that day 
have described this phenomenon? That "flying" clouds don't refer to 
peren ge we see from the quotation, "Who are those that fly like a 
oe (Isa. 60), The following literal description of a supposed 
ying-cloud o o decide the matter, "A stormy wind came out of 
the north, and great cloud, with brightness round about it, and fire 
flashing forth continually, and in the midst of the fire, as it were 
gleaming bronze. And. from the—midst of it- came the-likeness of four 


~~ living creatures (spacemen)" (Ezk, 1) 


The space-man-mentioned above had a "rainbow over his head", namely 
vari-colored lights shone from a canopy over his head which shall be 
described later, Light "like the sun" came from this space-ship, and 
its "legs", no doubt landing-gear, were "like pillars of fire", The 


whole earth was lit up by the power of the light given off by this 
space-ship (Rev, 18:1), 


Besides describing these "space-ships" as "flying" clouds, they are 
also described as a "flying roll" (Zech. 5:1), in other words "saucer" 
or "Cigar" shaped. An approximate size estimated by an observer of 
that century who had no knowledge of perspective or distance, is in- 
cluded in this description, They are also described as a "flying ser- 
pent" (Isa. 14:29 - 30:6), referring no doubt to the long trail of 
fire left by the space-ship's exhaust. 


However, the clearest, most prominent, most detailed, and most appro- 
priate name given these flying-ships or space-ships, and one which we 
would well adopt as the most scientific is, "WHIRLING WHEELS", as the. 
reporter Ezekiel calls them (Ezk, 1). This reporter now gives the most 
detailed description of the so-called "flying saucer" in existence to- 
day - many details of which have been verified by modern observers and 
some even caught by camera,

"==" “-6q¥" OF them (four space-ships in all), The app of the wheels 
ae like the eee of a cheyeotite (transparent or translucent olive- 
green). Their construction being as it were a wheel within a wheel, 
they had spokes and rims (recent observations and pictures have verified 
this description of an outer rim and an inner wheel, exc. ). And when 
the living creatures (space-men) rose from the earth, phe wheels rosé, 
for the spirit of the living creatures was in the wheels", 


The last sentence is extremely interesting. The reporter claims that —— 
when the space-men rose the wheels rose with them, That is exactly 
what a person of an unmechanical age would say. Men can move, but not 
an object, So they described the men as carrying the ships with them, 
We, of course would say the opposite, namely that the wheels or space- 
ships carried the space-men, 


The "whirling wheels" are described as "full of eyes", in other words, 
full of round openings, port-holes, or power outlets, "all around and 
within", This description again tallies with observations and photo- 
graphs made recently. 


The space-ships are described as "darting to and fro, like the flash 
of lightning" (Ezk. 1). "When they went they went in any of their 
four directions without turning as they went. In whatever direction 
the front wheel (or ship} faced, the others followed without turning 
as they went", Besides describing their unbelievable maneuverability 
"without turning", this also seems to claim that they flew in forma- 
tion, following a leader (also see Ezk. 10:9), 


The fuel or power for these space-ships is found in the middle of the 
space-ship, It is described as "fire between the whirling wheels" 
(Ezk, 16:6), “In the midst there was something that looked like burn- 
ing coals of fire, like torches moving to and fro, and the fire was 
bright, and out of the fire went forth lightning" (Ezk. 1). 


And now there follows a detail which is the very acme of veracity. 
"Over the head of the living creatures (space-men) there was_the like-~ 

““ness_of a firmament (the protective canopy over a pilot's head) shin- 
ing like crystal (transparent glass), spread out above their heads" 
(Ezk, 1). This "glass globe" has also been observed on the "flying 
saucers" of today and photographed, It also seems that flying orders 
are given by remote control via radio or wiréless, A voice is said 
to come "from above the firmament (canopy) over their heads", It is 
also claimed by this biblical reporter that part of these space-ships 
is collapsible and other parts retractable, The latter is perhaps 
the central turret which will be described later. 


In flight these "whirling wheels" give off music (Rev. 4:8). This 
phenomenon has been reported in the holy books of other faiths much 
older than our own, "It's like the sound of many waters, like the 
thunder of the Almighty, a sound of tumult like the sounds of a, host" 
(Ezk, 1:24 - 3:13), The word "host" is important to keep in mind be~ 
cause it refers no doubt to the great number of these space-ships fly- 
ing together, The insignia which seems to be on the outer surface of 
the space-whips are recognizable as a cherub (a humorous or should we 
say "human" touch), the face of a man, a lion, and an eagle (Ezk, 1), 
These space-ships are given orders to patrol the earth, "Go and patrol 
the earth" (Zech, 6), 


On the basis of what we have learned, certain events in scripture now 
are understandable and acceptable, Enoch, it is reported, went to 
another world without dying (Heb. 11:5), as perhaps Moses did also, 
Jacob thought he had a vision when he saw "a ladder set up on the ; 
earth and beheld angels or space-mén, ascending and descending on it" 
_.-(Gen,.-28}.,.-The-ladder—obviousky--was—ret--down-from-e-space=ship for- r= 
some purpose or other, Space-men had a particular interest in Jacob 
it seems, for on a later occasion he wrestled with one of them, the 
space-man only playing with Jacob until it was time for the space-man 
to go, whereupon he partially paralyzed Jacob (Gen, 32), It is inter- 
esting to note that space-men usually appear around sunset, during the 
night, or at sunrise. Through some whirl-wind-like action Elijah dis- 
appeared into space vig a "flying chariot" (II Kings 2:11). Moses 


and Elijah came to meet Jesus on the Mount. of Transfiguration via "a 
—~—~—p right~-ceLoud";—-We know-what—these*“"“ctouds" were, —-The “"clotid" “disap= —— 

peared with them again. The poor man in Luke 16, was carried by space- 

men into another world, Do space-men carry away into heaven or space 

the "souls" of the dead? A woman in Rev. 12, was given unusual loco- 

motive powers to escape her enemy, These instances can be multiplied 

hundreds of times !! . 


Even God's activities now become ciiearer! God's presence in scripture 
is described "like birds hovering" (Isa, 31:5), The hovering is a 
hovering of some flying object, "Clouds" are called Mis chariot, with 
them comes the wind, fire and flame (Ps, 104), One reads of “a swift 
cloud" (Isa. 19:1), in other words a space-ship,. Note the following 
description: "Then the earth reeled and rocked: the foundations also 
of the mountains trembled and quaked, because He was angry. Smoke went 
up from His nostrils, and devouring fire from His mouth: glowing coals 
flamed forth from Him, He bowed the heavens and came down, Thick dark- 
ness was under His feet, He rode ona cherub and flew. He came swiftly ~ 
upon the wings of the wind" (Ps, 18), We have discussed these signs 
above, They describe a space-ship, although the observer here, in not 
seeing the pilot, describes the space-ship as though it were a person, 
Perhaps in this case this space-ship might be God's own private space- 
ship or the so-called "mother" ship, Why should we deny God the right 
to make a machine and use it too, if He wants to? 


God's presence with Israel in the desert was via a "pillar of cloud" in 
the day and by night a "pillar of fire"; the fire of course would not be 
visible in the sky by day (Exo, 13), Out of this cloud God harassed the. 
Egyptians. In Isa, 66, it is conor eed "for behold the Lord will come in _ 

fire and His chariots like ‘the storm-wind with flames of fire", And a- : 

gain, "His chariots are like the whirlwind" (Jer, 4:13), Psalms 68:17, 

claims that God lived on Mount Sinai for a while with 20,000 chariots, 

Big "clouds" settled on Mount Sinai with "fire" and "smoke" for forty 

days, Moses was given the tablets of the law on this mountain, through 

the intervention of space-men, @@ Paul tells us, Sinai seems to have . 

been God's headquarters for a certain maneuver at this time. Space-men 

with their ships always seem to be present when God's people are in dan- 

ger, Even a difficult passage like “And the 'glory' of the Lord went up 

from the midst of the city and stoa@d upon the mountain" (Ezk, 11:23), 

now becomes clear, It means that fhe ships took off from the middie of 

the city, the take-off place, and then landed on a mountain, 


Neither should we forget that God is called the Lord of "Sabbaoth" in . 
the Bible, which means the Lord of "hosts" or "armies" - real armies, 
space-armies, This name “the Lord of hosts", is the most used name for 
God in the Bible, He is the God of war. This title is used hundreds 
of times together with the complementary phrase "hosts of heaven", or 
hosts of space, Jacob once saw the whole assembled army. We read, 
"The angels (space-men) of God met. him and when Jacob saw them he said, 
'This is God's army'." (Gen, 32), These hosts were at one time an ob- 
ject of worship by earth-men, It seems that God often came down out of 
heaven or space to earth to fulfil His plans and to carry out certain 
campaigns. 


When the space-ships were stationary and when the central turret was 
raised, they looked like thrones, and are so-called in scripture, "His 
_ throne was fiery flames, its wheejs were burning fire, a stream of fire 
issued and Came forth from before Him" (Dan. 7:9). No ordinary thrones ~ 
these, but space-ships! In Rev. 4, we have a unique description of the 
“mother" ship and twenty-four others on a landing-field which looked 
like a "sea of glass-like crystal", and from them all came flashes of 


lightning, voices and peals of thunder". 


The life of Jesus, now too, becomes’ clearer when these things are re- 
_ membered, His powers of levitation, His ability, to pass through doors, _.—.. 
walk on water, and heal the sick, are the essential attributes of men 
from outer space, They will also be ours someday when we will be "free 
like birds" (Ezk, 13:20), At Jesus' birth the celestial army came quite 
close to earth, A space-man appeared to the shepherds and the "glory" 
of the Lord, with the usual signs of His presence, shone around them. 
There was a multitude of the heavenly army with this space-man, And 
after their cosmic announcement, the music of their space-ships was 
heard as they again disappeared into space, 


Jesus' ascension is described as "a cloud (or space-ship) received Him 
out of their sight" (Acts 1:9), His coming again is to be in the same 
manner, "Then will appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven (space) 
coming on the clouds (space-ships) of heaven (space) with power and 
great glory" (Matt. 24:30 - Rev, 14), He will come with His whole army 
and will then take over the destiny of the world. Jesus comes then, 
conquering and to conquer; a King of kings, and Lord of lords, This 
time He summons the twelve legions of space-men, which He refused to 
summon at the time of His betrayal, He will appear on a white "horse" 
or space-ship, "shooting flames of fire", leading a whole fleet of 
space-ships, from whose mouths issue sharp swords", no doubt blasts of 
destructive energy, He signals all the "birds that fly in mid-heaven" 
(all the sky-ships in space) to the cosmic conflict, with the words, 


"Come gather,", and the world will be destroyed by God's black fleet 
described below, 


The rumbling space-ships leap on top of the mountains to await the slg- 
nal for the attack (Joel 2:5), That day will be a day of darkness and 

= ~-—=~ gloom and-of-hydrogen and cobalt clouds. "Like blackness there~1s-- ~~~ ™ 
spread upon the mountains a great and powerful people, their like has 
never been from of old nor will be again, Fire devours before them, 
and behind them a flame burns, The land is like the Garden of Eden be- 
fore them, but after them a desolate wilderness", 


Harth-men who have pleased God in the meantime, will “ascend up into 
space in a space-ship in the sight of their foes" (Rev, 11), Paul 
puts it this way, "We will be caught up together with them in the 
clouds (space-ships) to meet the Lord in the air" (I Thess. 4:17). 
In this manner a remnant of earth-men will literally be rescued or 
Saved.e.e. For what? 


For the "Father's house in which are many rooms", or as somé transla- 1 
tors put it, "stopping-places", "resting-stations" or "filling-stations 

if you wish, or the way to outer-space and beyond, All the planets 

and universes in outer space are there for a good and glorious purpose. 

They are not just dead dust, They are the planets on which these space- 
men live, and we too will someday live. 


This clear understanding of things as they are and as they will be, is 
for our comfort, We should always remember that God's people are always 
protected by a circle of space-ships. "We are surrounded by so great a 
cloud of witnesses", we read in'Heb. 12. The whole heavenly host once 
came out to protect but one man, Hlijah (II Kings 6:17). "Behold the 
mountain was full of horses and chariots of fire", And Elijah was saved 
or rescued right from under the noses of a whole city full of enemies,

Bufiles reflect that Eva Reich is the daughter of Dr. Wilhelm Reich, 

M.D., Director of the Wilhelm Reich Institute, aka., The Orgone Institute Research 
Laboratories, Inc., at Rangeley, Maine. Dr. Wilhelm Reich, following extensive 
investigation by the Food and Drug Administration, United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, in May, 1956, was found guilty of contempt of court 
following the issuance of an injunction barring interstate shipment of devices, 
literature and promotional material regarding treatments by Reich of cancer and 
other serious diseases, said devices having been described as worthless by the 
Food and Drug Administration. Following unsuccessful appeal efforts, Reich was 
imprisoned on March 12, 1957. Since early 195ty: as well as previous thereto, 
Eva Reich, William Moise and other members of Reich's staff have 

directed voluminous correspondence to the Bureau, to various Bureau divisions, and 
other United States Government agencies and officials. None of the material reviewed 
~at the Bureau has indicated any violations within the Anvestigative jurisdiction of this 
Bureau. , 


It is noted that Dr. Eva Reich (Mrs. William S. Moise) was “raceally 
interviewed by Special Agents of the Richmond Office assigned to the Alexandria, 
Virginia, Resident Agency at which time she furnished information in essence 
comparable with that set forth in her letter to Stringfield. She also indicated at 
that time that she had addressed similar information to the office of United States 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith and had contacted Assistant United States Attorney 
General William Tompkins. At that time Eva Reich, a naturalized citizen of the

As citizens of Detroit and vicinity, we request audience with you regarding the coming of

Mr. President, we feel that this policy is false, fear-provoking and entirely mistaken for

On Novewber 23, 195). br. BUD WOODMAN, reporter for the 
Detroit Free Press, called this office and talked to the writer 
and stated he had some more material concerning the Flying Saucer 
Club and he would be glad to send it over to us if we were as 
interested in the organization as they thought we should be. 
I advised him we would be interested in receiving any material he 
or anyone else wished to submit. 


Mr. GOODMAN then stated that his paper was interested 
in running a story: on the Flying Saucer Club and he wondered whether 
. they would be able to put a-statement in it to the effect. that 
the FBI is investigating the organization. The writer advised 
Mr. GOODJAN thet they should very definitely not make such a 
statement inasmuch ag it would be strictly conjectural on the 
part of anyone who made it. Mr. GOODMAN then inquired whether 
it would harm us if the Free Press ran a story on the organization 
without making any reference to the Bureau. The writer advised 
ir. GOODMAN that a reply fo-such a statement should most properly 
cove from Mr. McINYIRE, the SAC, and I advised Mr. GOODMAN that 
we would call him later concerning the matter. 


After discussing this matter with the SAC, the writer 
called GOOD'‘AN at the City Desk of the Free Press and advised him 
that we had no position in this matter and it would meke no 
difference one way or another to us whether the story was run 
by wis paper. With respect to any statement concerning this 
Bureau investigating the orsanization, the writer reiterated that 
such a statement would be strictly conjectural... 


Mr. GOODMAN stated that he azpreciated the answers and 
wovld also like to know whether he would be off base if he made a 
statement in his article concernin® whether the orranization is 
subversive. The writer advised GOOL AW that this Bureau is. not 
at liberty to answer a question of that type and expected that 
he woule draw no conclusions in view of ovr inability to answer. 
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Mr. GOOLMAN also inqvired whether he would be able to 
retrieve some of the pamphlets of the orcanization, which he 
end his office had previously sukmitted to this Pureau, for the 
purpose of photostating them and using them in the article. I 
advised him we would not be able to make these pamphlets available 
to him, very probably inasmuch as most of them would have been 
serialized, or date stamped, or possibly would carry some writings 
on them. He stated he realized this and they would heve to set 
alon* with what msterial they have on hand. He said he would 
submit to us the ma.erial he presently has on hand after they 
have finished with it.

The enclosed copies of literature in my hands is being sent to 
you at the request of Mr. O'Gara. 


In each instance the stuff is mimeographed. The literature put 
out under the name of Dr. Laughead's name has his name and address 
stamped at the top, and is signed by him. The other literature 
has no signature or no letterheading. There is some merit to the 
religious aspects invoked, but I sense a doctrine of fear inter- 
woven in the material and a doctrine of complacency, both of which 
could possibly have an effect of neutralizing our young people on 
basic Americanism. ; 


My understanding with Mr. O'Gara was that my son (from whom I got 
this material) would not be approached or involved except through 
me. He was just recently drawn into this because of his interest 
in Flying Saucers. He has just finished five years in the Army. 

I lost my other son last year on duty as a Jet Fighter pilot. I 
do not want to lose this one through what could be construed as 
meddling on my part. On the other hand, it is not at all imposs- 
ible that he could be enlisted to assist us, and certainly you can 
count upon me to do anything within my capacity. 


I may be unduly alarmed, but I do not like the thought that Flying 
aucer classes have been started on the campuses of many univer- 
Sities and that this stuff is being disseminated through them. You 
are best able to determine whether I am over-suspicious or not. 


For credentials, the writer was chief assistant Secretary of State 


of Michigan for two years, was Detroit's first inter-racial director, 


and served three terms on the executive council of the Episcopal 
diocese of Michigan. I mention this merely to avoid being labeled 
a crackpot.

The writer on several occasions has been contacted by one 
LEONARD DAVIDSON, 1896 Kentfield, Detroit, Michkgan. DAVIDSON 
is a patrolman on the Detroit Police Department and an associate 
of the writer, 

DAVIDSON, who is a member of the above club, advised that 
one RANDALL COX, who is also a club member, has on occasion stated - 
that he is working in conjunction with the FBI and he has been told 
to report to Washington, D.C. for a conference. COX stated that he 
was supposed to bring with him one JOHN C. HOFFMAN, an officer of 
the above club and a cousin of DAVIDSON. COX has set the date for 
his trip to Washington on several occasions, but when it came 
time to go COX has stated that it was impossible for him to make 
the trip and would go at another time. 

DAVIDSON stated that he is a little dubious about being a 
member of- the above club as the club officers have no way of 
accounting to the membership about the use of the club's funds. 
DAVIDSON stated that he has no reason to suspect anyone of anything 
but at times he has wondered about the sympathies, with respect 
to political views, of the following persons, HENRY MAYDAY and 
GEORGE HUNT WILLIAMSON. 

DAVIDSON stated that the purpose of the club was to study 
all of the evidence and stories about flying saucers to see if they 
are true or false and to try and keep the public informaed in such 
a way as to prevent a riot while keeping the public informed.

He said he was awfully 
sorry about this incident and of course, it was wrong for Miller to 
send out a letter such as this. He said he phoned her and advised her 
not to do things like this - it was not right, nor was it according 
to the MASTER'S plan. Then he remarked that the trouble with the 
Michigan State College Professor's recent incident with the news- i 
papers and the lady in Chicago, was that only ONE person knew of 
the things he advocated. And that was why it failed ITS NOT ACCORD- 
ING TO THE MASTER'S PLAN THAT ONLY ONE PERSON HAS THE ANSWER AS TO 
WHAT IS GOING TO TAKE PLACE, ( 


I then told him about my losing my job. But unlike I explained 
it to Mr, Smith, I made him think it was because of my association 
with the Detroit Flying Saucer Club. soho it was a shame and something

After the lecture, Mr, Maday introduced me to the Admiral. During 
the course of the conversation, Admiral MacMillan was talking about the 
Seals and Walruses.

Please try to understand my feelings in this respect. 


After all was over and we were getting ready to go home Mr. 
Maday thanked me and asked me if it would be possible to come back 
again Saturday evening. I said I would and left for home, Aside from 
a few joking references between Maday and I, nothing unusual took 
place at this lecture. Saucers etc.

This night I met a few saucer people. Mr. and Mrs, Andrews, 
Group Leaders were“ther. They asked me what was new and if any meet- 
ings were in the wind. I said no, not to my knowledge, but maybe we 
should get something going. They felt the same way and asked for my 
home phone number and address. They thought they might get a meeting 
going in their home. I met Dolores M. Coyne, saucer club secretary. 
She said everything was quiet since the last meeting fell through. 

(I think she meant the date that Major Kehoe was Supposed to speak 
in Detroit to Saucer Club fans). She said that she had been helping 
Laura Marxer out lately. I asked her how Marxer was doing showing her 
movie, "The Day The Earth Stood Still", She replied ~ no good. She 
said,"You know these people from out of town do not take to this thing 

the way the city people do", (Marxer was to tour the small towns in 
Michigan, show the movie and speak on Flying Saucers) I 


I met Mrs. Marxer (Laura) too. She told me she was having a 
program at the Fordson High School, in Dearborn, Michigan, on January 
21, 1955 at 8:00 p.m. would I like to come ? I said I would. She is é 
going to talk on a recent sighting in Dearborn and have some of the 
people that were in on the sightings there also. A Mr. B. Wallace will 
also be one of the speakers. Mr. Wallace is a young electrical engineer, 
a member of the Saucer Club. Then she told me, more or less confiden- 
tialy, she was putting this program on because she had to do something, ‘ 
her money was getting right down to the last dollar. I assume therefore, 
she is putting on this program for her own financial reasons, The more 
I hear this women talk the more concerned I am about her mental attitude. 
I don't know what kind of an audience will be a part of this program, . 
but if they are High School kids it could well turn into a riot. If she 
speaks directly and someone challenges her remarks, and this gains momen- 
tum it may cause trouble. On the other hand if the audience is composed 
of adults, of course the thinking will be divided, some will think she 
is a crackpot and the rest will eat every word she says. 


Several other Saucer Club members were there I only nodded to them. 
I left at the intermission period. Not wishing to be to conspicuous in 
my actions. Mr. Maday thanked me again and said now he owed me ten 
dollars and due to the poor attendence he did'nt know how he could pay 
me. I told him to forget it and maybe another program we could make it 
up. I did not count the tickets sold or the number at the door for this 
lecture. But I would guess that the attendence for this nbght would be 
about 130 people. I would say about 15 entered without paying. I knew 
this was the final night and Mr. Maday would be busy balancing up the take | 
for the two days. I did not want him to think I was nosey enough to want 


to know the final outcome, I think you see my point. 
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Please refer to the opening paragrapg on discussion about the 
letter I received from Thissally Miller. I recall one other remark 
Mr. Maday made to me in speaking about this letter. He said it was 
wrong for her to write a letter like this because it deals with the 
occult,in the saucer business there is no room for this stuff.

the. information was voluntarily furnished by those submitting it. 


On May 18, 1954, through Mr. HAROLD TYLER, Assistant City 
-[. Editor, Detroit Free Press, a Detroit daily newspaper, Mrs. JEAN 
PEARSON, Aviation writer, Detroit Free Press, advised she had been 
attending meetings concerning flying saucers, rockets to the moon, 
etce, which she felt could be subversive. 


# _ Mrs. PEARSON and Mr. BUD GOODMAN, Detroit Free Press 
Editorial writer, advised on May 18, 1954, that one GEORGE ADAMSKI had 
talked in Detroit on flying saucers. They were alarmed’at the nature. 
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of the remarks; such as "We are Americans, but..... and 
that we should reduce our arms or would blow ourselves 
up with the H-Bomb, because visitors from outer space 
said we had started something that would get out of hand 
or that we could not control. Another lecturer in 
Detroit was TRUMAN BETHURUM. The sponsors of these 
speakers were HELEN REEVE, LAURA MARXER, HENRY MADAY and 
RONALD COOK. According to pamphlets furnished by Mr. 
GOODMAN a "Flying Saucer Review Seas was to be formed. 
This was he&ied by HENRY MADAY, 364 West Lewiston, 
Ferndale, Michigan, who uses the pen name, JARED LYON. 
He is Editor, Bresser Crdss Index Directory, Detroit. 
They also advised that LAURA MARKER was formerly the one 
portraying the personality "MIDGE" in the program 
"Playschool" over Station WWJ-TV. 


On July 13, 1954, Mr. GOODMAN advised that MADAY 
was bringing to Detroit someone who had talked to people 
from Venus, Clarion, etc., who are more highly advanced 
than earth people. These people allegedly advocated the 
Golden Rule as the only workable rule. Mr. GOODMAN 
said a meeting was to be held of this "Saucer" group on 
July 15, 1954. Mr. GOODMAN felt such an organization 
could use the flying saucer "scare" as political propaganda 
or that it may have'a psuedo-religious view. He said 
they opposed the atomic bomb and warfare. 


Miss LOUISE MOONEY, 8854, Stoepel, Detroit advised 
that she attended the July 15, 1954, meeting of the flying 
Saucer group. The purpose was to organize a flying 
saucer club in Detroit. She said HENRY MADAY was behind 
it. She first became acquainted with him when he 
purchased books on flying saucers in a store where she 
then worked. At this meeting an organizational letter 
was passed out stating the purpose of the "Flying 
Saucer Club of Detroit" was: 


1. To spread, enlighten and share in programs 
dealing basically with information pertaining 
to flying saucers. 


Ze To attend, whenever possible, regular 
periodic programs wherein local neighborhood 
leaders, chairmen and“members could comment 
on Sightings, exchange ideas and in general 
become aware of the saucer picture. 
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3. To invite qualified national "Saucer" 
speakers to Detroit, that the populace may 
be enlightened by authoritative “information 
unavailable elsewhere; also to act as 
"reservoirs of resource™ when called upon, 
by our furnishing competent non-professional 
speakers of our own to enlighten areas 
wherever such information may be sought. 


4. To engage in whatever aspect of saucer 
interest that especially appeals to you: 
(viz, some are attracted to this subject 
thru their study of Astronomy; others 
Engineering; still others approach the 
Subject from a philosophical or spiritual 
basis. Or if you dre merely curious as 
yet and have ne special preference, that is 
all right too). It would be a particular 
aim not only to supply and recommend at all 
times the latest Flying Saucer literature, 
but to purchase books for libraries over the 
city and state, as a freewill project of the 
Flying Saucer Club of Detroit. 


The Temporary Committee setting forth these aims 
were: HENRY MADAY, LAURA MARXER, BRYANT REEVE, N. D. 
HUNTER, HOWARD KEHL, HELEN REEVE and JOHN HOFFMAN. At 
this July 15, 1954, meeting GEQRGE ADAMSKI introduced 
one CLARENCE 0. TROUT of, East Vuter Drive, Detroit, who 
reported seeing a flying, saucer July 14, 1954, at 10:30 
Pe Mo 


Mrs. JEAN MYRUS, 8848 Stoepel, Detroit advised 
that the first official meeting of the Detroit Flying 
Saucer Club (DFSC) would be held August 19,1954. 


The Detroit Times of August 20, 1954, in an 
article on the August 19, 1954, meeting, said that 
"Scientists were wrong in discounting the flying saucer 
theory" and that the club would act as a clearing house 
for local sightings and submit reports to the Army test 
center, Wright Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton. 


Miss LOUISE MOONEY advised that the August 19, 
1954, meeting consisted mostly of people saying they had 
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seen saucers. Mr. REEVES, an engineer, commented on 
each reported sighting. JOHN HOFFMAN, an advertising 
man, and a Mp, TROUT, of Continental Motors, reported 
sightings. 


Informant Detroit T-1, a Detroit businessman who 
is associated with the DFSC and their activities, advised 
on September 29, 1934s that the officers of the DFSC, 
6432 Cass Avenue, Detroit were: 


HENRY MADAY, President 

LAURA MARXER, Vice-President 
DOLORES M. COYNE, Secretary 
JOHN G. HOFFMAN, Treasurer 


He said the club was going to petition the President 
of the United States to make public all government 
information on flying saucers. He also stated that on 
Yeptember 25, 1951, LAURA MARXER advised him he was a 
group leader in the club and his duties would be to keep 
up with the latest developments and advise his group, the 
names of which he would receive from Miss COYNE. 


The Detroit Free Press of September 29, 195k; 
said in an articl=- that the DFSC met September 28, 195k, 
and DESMOND LESLIE, British Flying Saucer authority, 
spoke, stating that GEORGE ADAMSKI made contact two years 
ago with space people in a California desert. 


T-1 advised on October 13, 1954, that LAURA,MARXER 
had asked him to call a meeting of one group in the 
DFSC. At this time the Informant said he felt he knew 
less about the club than anyone, but that it’.wéuld make 
a good cover for subversive activities. He advised 
that, according to MARXER, the object of group 
discussions was: 


1, To indoctrinate people to receive space 
people. 


2o Mass landings in Detroit in October (not 
further explained. 


3e A saucer landed at 4:30 a. m., September 30, 
1954, at Rotunda Drive and Southfield (Detroit) 
with strange greenish men in brown uniforms. 
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4. Unseen psychic forces (no further explanation). 


T-L stated that this group meeting took place 
October 24, 1954, with most of the discussion about 
religion, science, and just double talk. The Informant 
said one person at this meeting, one RUTH BAILEY, said 
she was an athiest. At the meeting it was stated twenty 
such groups exist. LAURA MARXER, who was there, said. 
there would be landings of saucers in Detroit in October, 
but she could be wronge 


This Informant advised that a group leaders 
meeting was. held “ovember 6, 1954, at the home of one 
EDWARD. ANDREWS, 7323 Mayburn, Dearborn. Seventeen 
group leaders were there and the Informant said he did 
not consider it in any way subversive. The complete 
Board of Directors of the DFSC are: 


HENRY MADAY, President 

LAURA MARXER, Vice~President 
DOLORES M. COYNE, Secretary 
JOHN C. HOFFMAN, Treasurer 
HOWARD KEHL

The Informant said the purpose of this leaders 
meeting was to discuss how to handle issues arising in 
group meetings. These were: 


le Religious 


20 Group representation to the Board of Directors 
of the club. 


The group leaders are supposed to control discussion 
and not offend any religious group. 


The Informant said that at this meeting one 
FRANK R. SCHUSTER, a group leader, 3022 Chalmers, Detroit, 
said that JOHN HOFFMAN opposed grevup meetings because 
of accusations against them of subversive activities. 
An unidentified person said he did not think it true, 
but it was alleged.one member of the Board of Directors 
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was a Communist. MADAY answered this by saying he 
would mention no names, but the accuser should see him 
about this, and the accused was not a Communist. He 
said fellow travellers could get in or infiltrate the 
club, but he was at a loss as to any way of controlling 
that. As a result of this meeting, the Informant felt 
the group might be subversive, or else a new religious 
groupe He felt it all stems from ADAMSKI in California. 
informant said it was mentioned that one RIC. WILKINSON, 
a flying saucer speaker, had moved to Detroit. 


At this same meeting MADAY said that had saucer 
landings oceurred in Detroit in October, the group leaders 
would have been the first to know it. MADAY said he 
reported to ADAMSKI the predictions of MARXER and ADAMSKI 
felt she slould not predict more than 30 days in advance, 
and even that was no good sometimes. 


T-1 said that on November 8, 1954, LAURA MARXER 
said she was resigning from the Board of Directors of the 
club as she had too many outside interests and she had 
to eate She said she was going to, show the film "The 
Day the Earth Stood Still" around “ichigan as a result 
of having met two men (not named). She said ADAMSKT 
in California was her God, even admitting his earthly 
faults. 


This Informant advised on January 5, 1955, that 
MADAY told him LAURA MARKER was to be considered an 
inactive member and officer, but that she would retain 
her:position as Vice-tresident, although inactive, and 
no one else would fill this position. The Informant 
said the organization of the club is very loose and 
that its address, 6432 Cass Avenue, Detroit, was in fact 
only a secretarial service which accepted the mail and 
telephone calls for the club. e said this secretarial 
service also did the DFSC mimeographing and stenographic 
duties. The DFSC had no office space of their own. 


The Informant said that the DFSC owed one Mrs. 
SMITH, who owned the secretarial servicé at 6432 Cass 
Avenue, $150.00 about two months ago arid that had now 
amounted to $500.00. The Informant. said there has never 
been any organized attempt to obtain members for the 
club or any fund raising appeals. He said anyone 
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going to the DFSC meetines, especially those where 
admission is charged due to the appearance of a more 
or less well known speaker, and registering their 
attendance might be considered a member. At this 
time the Informant felt the Officers of the club must 
have more information than they have indicated at 
any of the meetings. e felt either they knew more 
than they have said about flying saucers or that it 
could be a hoax. He did not think the latter was 
the case, since so many people were involved, but 
could not be sure. 


The Informant said he did not think Communists: 
or Communism had any connection with the club. 


I-l advised that on December 6, 1954, a méeting 
was held at Hancock and Second, Detroit with HENRY 
MADAY as chairman. Other Directors present were, 
JOHN:C. HOFFMAN, HOWARD KEHL, MADELINE MENDE and 
RANDALE COX. The remainder present were group leaders. 


This Informant said that much of what was 
said was double talk and as an example various officers 
of the club stated: 


HENRY MADAY - Speaking on the subject of God 
said "The Master is the cosmic high. We in this 
room, are being used by the Master. Once we get 
into this thing there's no turning back". He added 
that group leaders should not sell saucer information 
to groups but should encourage discussion about 
sightings, literature, tape recordings of speeches, 
religious and scientific angles. ‘ 


‘ HOWARD KEHL - He mentioned he had a business 
acquaintance who he did not want to know he was a 
member of the DFSC as he would be considered a crack 
pote He said he was in this searching for a way to 
get off the earth. People are tired of what has 
been going on here on earth for a long time and were 
looking for a way out. 


MADELINE MENDE - Said she was a student of the 
4th dimension and that her aim in the DFSC was to 
spread the gospel of the coming of the people of other

worlds and the massed landings. 


JOHN HOFFMAN - Said flyers from Selfridge 
Field took pictures of flying saucers with nose gun 
cameras. The pictures were flown to the Pentagon 
and the people acted as if these pictures were old 
| -' and repetitous, indicating they had more important 
| infermation meee eG ee bace ships. One of three 
| planes (at Selfridge Field) involved in taking 
pictures had run out of gas and crash landed up 
north. HOFFMAN said, when asked why he did not write 
a book, that there would be a better source of 
revelation soon, but he couldn't talk about it 
at this time. He said that everyone in this room 
wonders what part-he or she will play in this thing. 
When the time comes we will know, until then we 
should just build up to it.- 


The Informant said it was mentioned at 
this meeting that LAURA MARXER was showing the 
movie "The Day the Earth Stood Still itn Pautiac 
on December 12, 1954, presented by the"Saucer 
Research Society", which has not been previously 
mentioned. 


On January 11, 1955, T-1 advised he had been 
in conversation with HENRY MADAY. One member of the 
DFSC had received_a letter from one THISSALY MILLER, 
8645 Bridge Lake Road, “larkston, Michigan, which 
stated MILLER was ‘the "contact for Groth of Venus" 

and a contact with some of the officers of the DFSC 
would be made by GROTH on January 11, 1955, at 6432 
Cass, Detroit. No such contact took place. MADAY 
said it was wrong for MILLER to send out a letter - 
Such as this and he had phoned her and asked her 
not to do it as it was. not according to the Master's 
plan. He said the trouble with the Michigan State 
College Professor's recent incident (mentioned later 
herein) with the newspapers -4rd with the lady in 
Chicago (possibly DOROTHY MARTIN mentioned hereinafter) 
was that only one person knew of the things he 
advocated. MADAY said it failed because "its not 
according to the “aster's plan that only one person 
has the answer as to what is going to take place." 
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On January 8, 1955, the Informant said that 
DOLORES COYNE, the secretary of DFSC said that LAURA 
MARXER was doing no good in her showings of the movie 
she had. MARXER mentioned that she was putting on 
the programs because she had to do something, that 
she was getting down to her last dollar. The Informant 
mentioned that the more he hears MARXER talk the more 
concerned he feels about her mental stability. 


The DFSC will show a film, according to a 
circular sent out, entitled "We Have Seen the Saucers" 
on January 26, 1955, at the Detroit Art Institute. Also 
on this program will be a speaker, TOM EICHOFF, independent 
saucer investigator and businessman from Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Or November 18, 1954, Informant Detroit T-2, a 
reputable businessman in Detroit, furnished literature 
- put out by Dr. CHARLES A. LAUGHEAD, 407 Clarendon Road, 
East Lansing, Michigan. This material was obtained by 
Informant's son in a flying saucer discussion or class. 
LAUGHEAD's material is in the form of two letters with 
attachments, to American editors and publishers, stating 

he feels they should publish it. He claims messages 

“are received by extra sensory perception from other 
planets, which are watching the earth. He said one Mrs. 
DOROTHY MARTIN, Oak Park, Illinois receives the messages 
mostly as lessons for flying saucer clubs. He Said, she, 
one day, picked up her pencil and it began t9 write for 
her in the form of these messages. LAUGHEAD's letters to 
editors are dated August 30, 1954, and September 17, 1954. 
MARTIN's writings are set out as recordings, all in 195h, 
from April to August 27, 1954. One, dated April 2h, 1954, 
captioned "Telepathy Our Common Means of Communication 
Dr. SEARLE BEIGLOW of Lansing, ichigan"® states that 
BEIGLOW was a physician and psychiatrist who suffered 
much, and was persecuted for his unorthodox lessons in 
mental disease. He seems to be the contact with outer 
Spaces

A sample of the recordings of MARTIN as set out 
by LAUGHEAD are: 
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"The saucers are over West Virginia taking listings 
of the worldts industrial people that make war material and 
profit from war assets. They are going to land and make 
contact with you people of Earth in May". Recorded April 2k; 
195k. 


"When you go to the lecture you will be contacted 
by a man from Langley Field. He has been to our planet 
for a brief stay. He will say to you 'You are early’. 
That will be his sign to you that he knows you. He came 
through the atmosphere as a beam of light....." Recorded 
April 2h, 195k. 


(The "yout in above recording is unidentified, but 
may es to Dr. BEIGLOW mentioned in a recording on same 
date). 


"This is to say that we are céming into your 
earth vision in numbers and will be sé®n by many over 
the city of New York, Washington, D. C., Seattle, and 
Chicago. We will land in various places, including West 
Virginia, the Garolines and Vermont. We have contacts 
there..soeeso%¢ Recorded May 19, 1954. 


In mAugust 15, 1954, recording, a warning of a 
great catastrophe is mentioned. Then in a recording 
August 25, 1954, the following: 


"This is not limited to the local area, for the cast 
of the country of the United States of America is that it 
is to break in twain. In the area of the Mississippi, in 
the region of Canada, Great Lakes, and the Mississippi to 
the Gulf of Mexico, into Central America will be changed. 

The great tlting of the land of the United States to the 
.’ Hast will throw up mountains along the Central States, 
along the Great.New Sea, along the North and South." 


Then again on August 27, 1954, the following: 


"The uprising of the Atlantic bottom will submerge 
the land of the Atlantic seaboard. The cast of the risen 
land will be as the new mountain range of thé East.ooe. 

At the high point they will stand as 13,000 feet.... 

The mountain rarige will extend’ to the Equator. The land of 
England will be as nothing seen; the land of France to 

the bottom of the Atlantic; the cast of great Russia will 
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be as the sea of one which is now called the Black Sea 
extending to the Mediterranean... 


In his letter of September 1% 1954, LAUGHEAD 
predicted the date all this was to occur would be 
December 21, 1954. He said there would be earthquakes, 
tall buildings would fall (in Chicago and the midwest), 
and the waters of Lake Michigan would rise in a wave 
covering the city and extending to Lake Erie. 


Many of the writings of MARTIN are incomprehensible. 


The December 18, 1954, issue of the Detroit News 
carries an article stating that Dr. CHARLES LAUGHEAD had 
warned of a coming world catastrophe and predicted the 
end of the world on December 21, 1954, had lost his job 
at Michigan State College Hospital due to this. He said 
he got his information from Mrs. DOROTHY MARTIN, a 53 
year old grandmother from Oak Park, Illinois. 


The December 21, 1954, Detroit Free Press carried 
a similar article about LAUGHEAD and Mrs. MARTIN regarding 
the end of the world. 


The January 1, 1955, issue of the Detroit News 
contains an article stating that Dr. CHARLES A. LAUGHEAD ’ 
had been pronounced sane after a court hearing in Lansing, 
Michigan while Mrs. MARTIN agreed to be placed under 
psychiatric care rather than face prosecution. She was- 
to have been charged with inciting a riot and contribpting 
to the delinquency of children by frightening them with 
her forecasts. 


The January 4, 1955, issue of the Detroit Free 
Press contains a letter to the editor by LAURA MARXER 
Stating that she speaks for "the countless volunteer 
civilian flying saucer researchers who are conducting a 
serious investigation of the presence of unidentified 
flying objects in the skies,..." ‘There are over 1,500 
volunteer civilian saucer researchers in Detroit and 
surrounding areas. Some of us have gone into personal 
financial debt because our own physical saucer experiences 
were of such substantial and serious nature that we 
feel that all. that can be known about flying saucers 
should be known.. It would appear, under the circumstances, 
that we are in the ignored minoritye.s.oot 
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She goes on to say that LAUGHEAD, in his enthusiasm, 
used bad judgement and allowed his ego to be appealed to 
by what he felt were authentic messages. She ended her 
letter "The editors who refuse to fairly differentiate 
between the LAUGHEAD's ‘grievious human error’ and the 
physical research that is being done by civilians every- 
where deserve a like fate." 


On December 27, 1954, Informant T-3, a law enforcement 
officer who is familiar with the DFSC, advised that RANDALL 
COX, one of the club officers, had said he was working "in 
conjunction with the FBI" and that COX was to go to 
Washington, QR C. for a conference. He reportedly was to 
bring with him one JOHN CG. HOFFMAN, another club officer. 


On January 11, 1955, COX, who is a partner in a 
used car business at 17177 Livernois, Detroit, advised 
SA PAUL M. W. STERNER and the reporting Agent that he 
had made no statement that he was working with or had 
any connection with the FBI. He felt some such allegation 
could have resulted from questions asked during flying 
saucer meetings as to whether information had been 
furnished the FBI or other Government agency. COX said 
the club would be willing to cooperate with anyone at any 
time. COX said that he and HOFFMAN were going to 
Washington, D. G. to present their information "to the 
Pentagon" and they hoped to see "someone in Air Force 
Intelligence", He said they hoped to take with them one 
or two who had actually seen flying saucers. If no one 
who had seen them would go, then they hoped to produce 
affidavits from sighters of saucers. COX explained their. 
purpose in going to Washington as being to furnish wha” . 
information they have on flying saucers, including affidavits 
and possibly photographs as well as to obtain what 
information they could on saucers from the Government. 


COX said he knew of no information they had which 
might eee the national defense or internal security of 
the United “tates. He claimed that one JOHN FRY, a 
technician now assigned to'Sandia, New Mexico Air Force 
Base has actually flown in a saucer from Sandia Base to 
New York Yity, the round trip lasting only 30 minutes. 

COX said FRY was to come to Detroit in the future to 
speak. COX claims saucer clubs: have actually received 
messages from outer space and although says he “does not 
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know, he feels they do exist. He says they have been 
seen by many people and claims he has seen them himself. 

e feels the purpose of contacts with earth is limited 
at this time to preparing people to receive landings from 
outer space. He said the saucers are friendly to the 
United States. He said all planets but earth have 
conquered outer space and outer space people consider 
those on earth the lowest form of universal existance. 
COX said he felt that LAUGHEAD was misunderstood, but 
had allowed his thinking to dwell too much on the 
possibilities of flying saucers and outer space. COX 
felt LAUGHEAD's wife was the one who was irrational 
rather than LAUGHEADs 


T+-1 advised on January 10, 1955, that even though 
he knew of no activities of a subversive nature as far 
as the DFSC was concerned, he still was mistrusting of 
them. He felt they could be a new religious cult or just 
fanatics. He said he could not dispel the one possibility 
that the club or saucer organization generally, either 
nationally or internationally, could be controlled or 
directed by a foreign power. One purpose of the Club is 
to prepare people for saucer landings. The Informant 
felt this would be an excellent med‘um to prepare for 
landings of any type craft af a more or less unfamiliar 
nature and they need not be too remote in appearance 
from ordinary craft. Informant felt if the people rere 
prepared to accept such craft it might be much easier 
for a foreign power, such as Russia, to suddenly invade 
the United States. The Informant said the people would 
actually be accepting an enemy force as friends when it 
would be too late to take other effective action.

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Also on this page.is an article stating that 
on March 12 at Giant Rock in California, a Spacecraft Convention 
was being held under the auspices of GEORGE ADAMSKT and GEORGE 
VAN TASSEL, . 


Pages 11 and 12 of this publication state in 
conclusion that according to an article in "The Detroit Times" 
on March 10, 199, RAY L. DIMMECK, a Los Angeles businessman, 
had seen a wreckage of a flying saucer which he said crashed near 
Mexico City.. DIMMICK reportedly inspected the wrecked saucer at 
a secret military installation at Mexico City and was escorted 
there by Mexican business associates. DIMMICK described the 
Saucer as being forty-six feet in diameter, He reported that 
Mexican officials and some scientists believed it was from Mars 
or another planet. He was reportedly told by Mexican officials 
that the Saucer was piloted by a strange type of man twenty= 
three inches tall, He said the pilot was killed in the crash. 
DIMMICK stated that military and government officials from the 
United. States inspected the Saucer. 


oa Page 12 of this issue stated that RIC 
WILLIAMSON and HENRY MADAY while in Saginaw, Michigan, prior to 
conducting a Flying Saucer Council program, met a prominent 
photographer of Saginaw, who stated that his son had revealed to 
him the following: “The photographer's son was stationed at 
Wright-Patterson Air.Base about the time of the incident dese 
cribed in the March 10, 1919 "Detroit Times™ above and while at 
Wright-Patterson Air Base, a huge semietruck came to the Air 
Base with heavily canopied material jutting out, of immense size, 
The article states that no one seemed to know anything about it 
except that it was driven to a far hanger where no windows or 
accessible doors could be discerned. 


On April 21 and 22, 1955, Tel advised that 
GEORGE WILLIAMSON had left Detroit permanently for some place in 
the West, possibly California, and that the Flying Saucer Council 
of America would now probably be completely controlled by MADAY. 
Lt was’ the informant's opinion that the publication "The Vimana" 
was put out by MADAY-for the purpose of obtaining money primarily. 
The informant said there has never been any accounting for any 
monies received from this publication to his knowledge, Tel 
advised that there is still much dissatisfaction and uncertainty 
as to the future and that a new slate of officers has not pet .

He based this on 
the fact that GEORGE ADAMSKI was coming from California to 
Detroit in the near future and that a reception. would be held 
for him at LAURA MARXER's home, 2720 Carlysle, Dearborn, 
Mychigean, April 27, 1955. T-1 also stated that MARXER would 
take ADAMSKI to Grand Rapids, Michigan, where he would speak,

She advised this organization has been active in Saginaw 
since 1956 and that there are many such organizations in the 
U.S., not actually united, organizationally, but cooperative 
with each other to the extent that information is exchanged. 


She advised there is no national publication, but that 


. 
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the U.F.0. in Saginaw, also are connected with the publication. 


Mrs. CHaMER stated she has been interested in space and space 
activity since 1947 and since she is an Associate #ditor of the 
U.F.O. Journal, published in Saginaw, she is interested in publishing 
in this Journal, information concerning space activity, missiles, 
aircraft, etc.

She stated these books deal with missiles, their make-up, 

their flight travel, their capabilities, etc. Mrs. CRAMER wanted 

the permission of the reporting agent to take information from these 
books and publish¢dd it in her U.F.0O. Journal. She explained that 

she did not have to use the words of the author, such as X-15 missile, 
but that in referring to this same missile, she could use the words 
Space Vehicle and instead of using the words miles per hour, she 

would break it down in fractions, of the speed of sound. Agent 
‘FRAZIER advised Mrs. CRAMER that he could neither grant her permission 
nor deny her permission to reprint this information. She was further 
advised normal procedure would be to ask permission of the publishers 
and if this was not possible, an attorney of her own choice, could 

be contacted for the purpose of determining whether her quotations 
were legal. 


Mrs. CRAMER advised that she felt these books disclosed too much 
classified information and information of a technical nature. She 
felt the general public should not be aware of this information. 

She stated that she felt the information in this book has not been 
censored by the Department of Defense. She stated she heard of other 
instances when scientists inadvertently disclosed confidential infor- 
mation. When questioned concerning this statement, Mrs. CRAMER could 
not furnish any specific details, instances, names, etc. 


Mrs. CRAMER advised she heard from a source that a secret meeting 
was held in the Hotel Statler, Detroit, in 1958. The purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss aircraft and the people in attendance were 
representatives of "engineering society", "head of General Electric", 
and "those type of people". She advised that NHM the real purpose of 
the meeting was to discuss a new type of fuel, namely "neutronic fuel", 
which will eliminate the use of coal, gas, wood, etc. as fuel.

She advised that she does not know the identities of any 
persons present at this meeting and does not know whether her 
source of information, attended the meeting. She does not recall 
the date of the meeting. She stated that in connection with the 
date of the meeting, it was subsequent tothe time in 1958, when 
President EISENHOWER visited the West Coast and was the guest on 
aranch. She stated this received notice in the newspapers. 


She advised she further heard that when the President of the 
U.S. visited the West Coast, she heard that the newspaper reporters 
could not find him for three days and it was her information that 
the President was out at Muroc Air Field and that he witnessed the 
test of this new 'neutronic fuel". She stated she heard the meeting 
in the Hotel Statiker was subsequent to the President's visit to 
California. ; 


Mrs. CRAMER advised she would not disclose ker source of 
information, unless she felt or knew that the revealing of this 
meeting in Detroit and its purpose by her source constituted a 
threat or breach of the internal security of the U.S. She stated 
she wanted to publish in her U.F.O. Journal, for the benefit of 
its readers, this information on the "neutronic fuel", however, 
she stated she wanted permission.

The following information concerning Air Foree investigations of unusual 
aerial phenomena is submitted in answer to your request, 


In the Fall of 1947 the United States Air Force took official notice of 
reports ef so-called “flying saucers” becanse the reports from the public 
indicated that the problem might be related te the Air Foree responsibility for 
the air defense of the United States. 


On December 50, 19k7 the Air Force dfirected its Air Materiel Command, at 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio, ta set up a project to collect and 
evaluate all available facta concerning "flying saucer” sightings. 


To perform this task the Air Materiel Command obtained the services of 
civilian and military astronomers, psychologists, electronic specialists, 
meteorologists, aeronautical engineors, and physicists. 


On December 27, 1949, after 575 reported sightings had been investigated, the 
Air Force, with the concurrence of the Army and the Navy, announced the findings 
of the "flying saucer" project. 


fhe evidence at that time indicated that the majority of the reports of 
unidentified flying objects could be accounted for as misinterpretations of 
various conventional objects, a mild form of hysteria, meteorological phenomena, 
light aberrations, or hoaxes, 


There remained, however, a munber of unexplained sightings, and the Air 
Force has continued its investigations inasmuch as it fs an Atr Force respensi- 
bility to identify and analyze aerial phenomena that could possibly be a menace 
to the United States. 


Subsequent to December 1949, these investigations have been conducted as 
a normal intelligence function, rather than a special project, by the Air 
Technical Intelligence Center, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Qhio. 
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To date, the Air Force has ‘indairedlcan to investigate and analyze about 
x 1500 reports dealing with thése phenomena. As before, most of the reports were 
identified and disposed of as friendly aircraft erroneously reported, mown | 
electronic and meteorological phenomena, light aberrations, hoaxes, and other 
known natural occurrences or man-made objects. 


The unexplained reports, however, which are in the order of 20 percent of 
the total, cannot be definitely associated with these familiar things. 


Difficulty in Evaluating Reports 


The difficulty in disposing of these unexplained reports is based largely 
upon the insufficiency of accurate basic data such as size, shape, composition 
and flight characteristics (speed, acceleration, altitude, exact maneuver pattern, 
etc.) of the objects. 


Although some instruments which are useful in obtaining more accurate data 
of this type have been available, the reports based on sightings with these 
instruments have been very infrequent and comprise an extremely small percentage 
of the total. Moreover, even these reports have not included much of the 
information required. 


Because of the inadequacy of this basic data, the Air Force has in the past 
devoted its efforts primarily to determining whether these unexplained sightings 
indicated the existence of a menace to the United States. Initially it was 
believed that some pattern might evolve from the study of a large volume of 
reports. To date, no pattern has materialized to reveal anything whatsoever 
which can be interpreted as indicative of purpose or consistency or which can be 
construed as a menace to the United States. Nonetheless, since these unexplained 
Sightings persist, the Air Force will continue its investigations, giving the 
problem adequate but not frantic attention, 


It is now felt, however, that reports from people whose training and 
experience in observing aerial objects qualify them to obtain essential data 
are the only ones likely to produce material suitable for systematic analysis. 
The Air Force is planning to provide additional tools to help these observers 
obtain the basic data it needs, 


Reports of similar phenomena go back to Biblical times. There have been 
flurries of them in various centuries, The current series of sightings began 
generally in 196, 


There are many reasons why the volume of these reports has increased 
materially during the past few years. Aerial activity originated by man has 
increased, and peaple today have a greater curiosity about this activity than 
before, Also, our present efficient communication facilitics and news media 
provide an incentive for reporting unusual observations, for publicizing them 
and for recording them. However, the ability to measure these phenomena does 
not seem to have advanced in step with opportunities for observing them. The 
Air Foree believes that most of these phenomena will gradually be understood 
ag more is known about occurrences in the upper atmosphere, 
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Sourte of Reports 


The majority of reports of aerial phenomena. have come from civilians. About 
8 percent come from civil airlines pilots, while approximately 25 percent are 
reported by military personnel. Reports have been received also from highly 
qualified scientists, Although primary significance is attached to reports from 
qualified observers, there is no intention to discredit untrained observers. 


Radar Sightings 


The Air Force has received many reports of unusual images on radar scopes. 
It is fairly well established that some of these images are ground objects 
reflected from a layer of warm adr above the earth (a temperature inversion). 


“Temperature inversion reflections can give a return on a radar scope that 
is as sharp as that received from an aircraft, Speed ranges of these returns 
are reportedly from zero to fantastic specds. The "objects" also appear to move 
in all directions. 


Such radar sightings have resulted in hundreds of fruitless intercept 
efforts, 


One scientific theory holds that light can be similarly reflected from a 
layer of warm air above the earth and, if proven to be correct, this could 
account for some visual sightings. 


Bearing out the theory of temperature inversion reflection is an incident 
which occurred in January 1951 near Oakridge, Tennessee. Two Air Force aircraft 
attempted to intercept an unidentified "object" and actually established a radar 
"lock" on the object. Their altitude at the time was 7,000 fect. The unidentifie 
object, according to their radar, appeared to be at an elevation of ten to 25 
degrees. Three passes were made in an attempt to close on the object. In each 
instance the pilots reported that their radar led them first upward and then 
down toward a specific point on the ground. . 


Ionized clouds are believed to be the cause of some unidentified radar 
returns. Thunderstorm activity is identifiable by radar, and radar is used for 
the purpose of avoiding thunderstorms. In addition, radar has picked up many 
objects first reported as "unidentified phenomena” which were later identified 
as aircraft, birds, balloons, ice formations in the air, or other known aerial 
objects or manifestations, 


Policy Regarding Attempted Interception 


No orders have been issued by the Air Defense Command to its fighter units 
to fire on unidentified aerial phenomena. The Air Defense Command is charged 
with air defénse of the United States, and its mission is to attack anything 
airborne which tp known or appoars to be hostile, This chould not bo Intorproted 
to moan that our pilots will firo haphazardly on anything that flies. ; 
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Attempts at interception are not made overy time that unidentified images 
appear bricfly on an Air Force radar-scope. Current Air Force interceptors are 
short-range, short-duration, high-speed aircraft and can be employed most 
effectively when it is possiblo to track a target by visual or radar means 
80 that its position in the air at some future time may be predicted with a- 
reasonable degree of accuracy, 


Methods of Evaluating 


The first step in evaluating sightings of unusual aerial phenomena is to 
collect all available data and check it against known airborne objects such as 
balloons, aircraft, miesiles, meteors, and weather phenomena. If still unexplained, 
reports from reliable sources, with sufficient detalls, are turned over to 
specialists in various scientific fielda for further analysis. 


Future Plans for Evaluating 


As stated earlier, there is a need for better reports from trained observers 
using adequate equipment, The Air Force Intends to implement its present study 
with instruments wherever possible, 


The recent development of special photographic equipment may make it possible 
to gather deta hitherto unobtainable through ordinary photographic methods. This 
equipment consists of a diffraction grating camera which separates light into its 
component parts (spectrum) and registers them on film. The principle involved is 
that used by astronomers in determining the composition of the stars. In this 
manner Air Force scientists may be able to determine the characteristics of the 
phenomena and subsequently identify the source, 


Another proposal involves the use of a continuously operating Schmidt 
telescope equipped with a camera, This telescope has a wide aperture lens and 
is capable of covering a cone of 150 degrees or nearly the whole sky from horizon 
to horizon. This equipment will make it possible to get on a serics of photo- 
graphic plates a complete record of what happens in the sky at night. 


What "Saucers" Are Not 


The Air Force has stated in the past, and reaffirms at the present time, that 
these unidentified aerial phenomena are not a secret weapon, missile or aircraft, 
developed by the United States, None of the three military departments nor any 
other agency in the government is conducting experiments, classified or otherwise, 
with flying objects which could be a basis for the reported phenomena, As far as 
igs Imown there is nothing in them that is associated with material or vehicles 
that are directed against the United States, from another country or from other 
planets.

ment of guided missiles and supersonic 
craft, the rigging up of radar networks, 
and its controversy with the Navy over 
unification, found itself confronted by 
another, and completely different, head- 
ache-—the flying saucer. People in every 
section of the country were seeing 
strange objects that streaked across the 
sky at tremendous speeds, and while 
these people,. who included such prac- 
ticed students of the heavens as air- 
plane pilots, farmers, and the Lieutenant 
Governor of Idaho, were -not able to 
identify the things they had seen, they 
were able to describe them vividly and 
unforgettably. The newspapers called 
the first of these mysterious objects a 
flying saucer, taking their cue from the 
man who reported having seen it and 
who described it as saucerlike, and the 
name stuck, although later people re- 
ported seeing things that looked like fly- 
ing chromium hubcaps, flying dimes, 
flying teardrops, flying gaslights, flying 


investigation there was certainly no 
harm in assuming for the moment that 
the era of interplanetary travel had 
arrived and the earth had become 
an objective for journeys from else- 
where in the solar system. Or—and this 
would not necessarily exclude the first 
two considerations—the Air Force may 
have been setting up a smoke screen to 
protect, in the interest of national secu- 
rity, the secret of some experimental fly- 
ing objects of its own that only a trusted 
few of its members knew about. What- 
ever the purpose, the investigation, with 
which I have been in touch from time 
to time, has seemingly been exhaustive. 
The Air Force personnel originally 
assigned to it was later augmented by 
astronomers, psychologists, physicists, 
meteorologists, physicians, and repre- 
sentatives of the F.B.I. The investiga- 
tion, which soon became popularly 
known as Project Saucer, was first 
headed by Lieutenant General Benja- 
min W. Chidlaw, Commanding Gen-

As more and more curious things were 
seen in the skies,’ cautiously quizzica] 
editorials began to appear in the papers, 
and the President and members of Con_ 


gress received a deluge of letters de-’ 


manding an explanation, Many of the 
letter writers had concluded that the 
objects, whatever they might be, were 
manned by Russians, and that as soon 
as their pilots had reconnoitred suffi- 
ciently, they would return loaded with 
atomic bombs, Others thought the earth 
was being visited by space ships from 
another planet. Still others suspected 
that our own Air Force was secretly 
testing some new form of. aircraft. 
Everyone agreed, however, that it 
was up to the Air Force, as the cus- 
todian of our welkin, to explain the 
flying objects and, if ne€cessary, to repel 
them. The result was the launching 
by the Air Force, on January 22 1948 
of a special investigation, an ese. 
tion that, though it has " 
erous conclusions, 
and has yet to put 
rest. ~ 
It appears that, aside from the hope 
of reassuring a jittery populace, the Air 
Force, in embarking upon this under- 
taking, had any or all of three things 
in mind. It may well have shared the 
civilian concern over what, if anything 
the Russians might have to do with the 
reported phenomena, and it may even 
have felt that to insure a thoroughgoing 


reached num- 
is still under way 
the public mind at 


Dayton, Ohio. The project’s task turned 
out to involve a mixture of old-fashioned 
detection, scientific analysis, public rela- 
tions, and the study of a widespread 
state of mind, In December, 1949, 
after checking, over a period of two 
years, three hundred and seventy-five 
reports of intruders in the sky, the Air 
Force publicly called it quits, but Project 
Saucer was not actually disbanded. Na- 
tional security, the Air Force announced 
at the time, was not endangered. The 
flying saucers were apparitions, it said, 
all attributable either to a failure to 
recognize conventional objects, to 
hoaxes, or to a mild form of mass hys- 
teria, The Air Force, however, did not 
let the matter rest there. 

Not long after the apparent demise 
of Project Saucer, I had a talk in Wash- 
ington with Brigadier General Ernest 
Moore, then chief of Air Force In- 
telligence, in the course of which he 
made four categorical statements that 
I felt sure he had made many times be- 
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'ffores":.. off,” he ¢ aid, “the Russians 
have nothing to do eRe so-called 
saucers; I'll swear te usa... Stack of 
Bibles, if you like. Sec ond, we don’t 
have any secret new typ. “€s of aircraft 
that could have started all t ‘his: commo- 
tion. Third, nobody, in our c »pinion, has 
spotted space ships from s ome other 
planet. Fourth, everything’, our investi- 
gators learned has been made available 


to the public.” 


HE first saucer in.cident occurred 
on the afternoc/n of June 24, 194 7, 
when Kenneth Annold, on a business 
trip for a Boise, Idaho, firm that makes 
fire-control equipment, was flying his 
ih wvavosp.nite from vhehalis, Washing- 
ton, to Yakima, V Yashington. ‘The re- 
flection of a brigh. ‘t flash on one wing 
caught his eye. Ele turned and, at a 
distance he tho cught was about twenty 
miles, saw what he took to be nine tail- 
jess aircraft he-ading toward Mount 
Rainier, “T+ Could see their outlines quite 
-<anly against the snow,” Air Force 
Intelligence quoted him as saying. 
“They flew very close to the mountain- 
tops, directly south to southeast, down 
the hog’s-back of the range, flying like 
geese, in a diagonal, chainlike line, as 
if they were linked together... a chain 
of saucerlike things at least five miles 
long, swerving in and out of the high 
mountain peaks. They were flat... and 
so shiny that they reflected 
the sun like a mirror.” Ar- 
nold said he watched the 
saucers for three minutes 
and estimated their speed at 
about twelve hundred miles 
an hour. 

Air Force technicians, 
consulted by newspaper- 
pmen, said that any object 
moving that fast would be 
invisible to the naked eye at 
Arnold’s estimated distance. 
The press scoffed at Ar- 
nold’s story, and he was re- 
sentful. “Even if I see a 
ten-story building flying 
through the air, I won’t 
say a word about it,” he de- ~ 
clared, and when he got 
back to Boise he wrote a series of ar- 
ticles about his experience for a mag- 
azine called Fate. 

No sooner were the skeptical news- 
paper accounts printed than dozens of 
people turned up with similar re- 
ports. Another resident of Boise spotted 
a disc over that city, “a half circle in 
shape, clinging to a cloud and just as 
bright and silvery-looking as a mirror 
caught in the rays of the sun.” Lieu-

-had seen a comet-shaped-opjecy ailing 
over the western part of the state. It 
finally dipped below the horizon, he 
said. (Later on, the personnel of Proj- 
ect Saucer decided that the Lieutenant 
Governor had been looking at either 
Saturn or Mercury.) Four cops in Port- 
land, Oregon, saw a group of discs 
“wobbling, disappearing, and reappear- 
ing.” 

Reports of other phenomena having 
been seen in the skies appeared in the 
papers almost daily. Two Army officers 
at Fort Richardson, Alaska, reported 
seeing a spherical object flying through 
the air at incredible speed and leav- 
ing no vapor trail; some fishermen off 
Newfoundland saw a series of aerial 
flashes, silver to reddish in color; a lady 
in Oregon watched a group of saucers 
spell out ‘‘P-E-P-S-1,” and alerted her 
neighbors to the presence of foreign 
agents practicing a secret code in our 
skies; an Oklahoma City man saw a 
saucer “the bulk of six B-29s;” and 
a prospector in the Cascade Moun- 
tains of Oregon saw six saucers in a 
group, banking in the sun——“round, 
silent, and not flying in formation.” On 
the Fourth of July, there were twelve 
reports of saucers in widely separated 
parts of the United States. One of 
these saucers, sighted at Trenton, New 
Jersey, was traced to a 
fireworks display. Dr. Paul 
Fitts, an Ohio State Uni- 
versity psychologist who 
was for a time attached to 
Project Saucer, considered 
this crowded condition in 
the holiday skies the result 
of mass suggestibility, the 
same jumpy trait that 
caused Americans to see 
Zeppelins overhead during 
and after the First World 
War. “Our graphs show 
that saucer incidents al- 
ways increase dramatically 
after publicity,” he has 
since told me. “The sky, 
you know, has been a 
source of exciting visions 
from time immemorial, and its attrac- 
tion is particularly strong in our jittery 
moments,” 


peo the beginning, the officers in 
charge of Project Saucer recognized 
a peculiar difficulty in their assignment. 
“Tf you look out the window and see 
something, how can I prove or disprove 
what it was if I didn’t see it and you 
can’t tell me much about what you 
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Wright Field and u 
in Washington, said to me one day 
shortly after Project Saucer had pre- 
sumably become a thing of the past. 
“It would be different if flying sau- 
cers were known to exist. Then we 
could have collected evidence indi- 
cating the degrees of probability that 
such things were sighted and the reason 
for their appearance at a given place. 
But it is impossible to prove, logically 
and with finality, a double negative— 
that is, that there are no flying saucers 
and that people have not seen flying sau- 
cers. The best we could do under the 
circumstances was to deduce, first, from 
the fact that it had not been proved, that 
saucers Aad been seen and, second, 
from the fact that reasonable theories 
could be advanced to explain away all 
the reports of seeing them, that probably 
nobody had seen them at all. The 
fewer the theoretical explanations and 
the less plausible they were, the more 
reason there was for suspecting people 
had seen saucers.” ‘The Major shook 
his head, and continued, “It’s a difficult 
concept to grasp, but so was the job we 
were tackling.” 

T asked Major Boggs whether there 
was any way to account for the epidemic 
of reports of strange celestial objects, 
“Of course there is,” he replied. “If 
you look up at the sky long enough, you 
can almost always make out something 
there that appears strange. And more 
people are looking up now than ever 
before. Kids don’t count freight cars 
any more; they count airplanes, People 
who were trained in air observation 
during the war have gone right on 
observing. Also, the public hasn’t for- 
gotten that the atomic bomb was kept 
secret from it for three years. This 
time, people want to know what’s cook- 
ing, so they look up.” Major Boggs 
sighed. ‘Time was when people used 
to make a wish if they saw a shoot- 
ing star. Now they telephone the Air 
Force.” 

Major Boggs and I pondered this 
unromantic age in silence for a moment. 
Then he returned briskly to the prob- 
lems that had confronted the investi- 
gators. “The one tangible thing we had 
to work on was the fact that the sky is 
full of things,” he said. “I can’t even 
come close to estimating the number of 
commercial and military aircraft up 
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are more than five hundred outfits of 
one kind or another that release balloons 
from time to time. These range from 
simple weather balloons, ne” ‘ver than

there at any given moment. Then, there |

Here, the experts professed to hope, 
was something Project Saucer could get 
its teeth into. The whole flying-saucer 
mystery might be explained. The first 
step was to determine whether the ob- 
ject was an aircraft that had been par- 
tially obscured by a cloud or whose 
appearance had been distorted by a rain- 
storm. Two hundred and twenty-five 
civilian and military flight schedules 
were analyzed, and it was found that 
one other plane, an Air Force C-47, 
had been near the Eastern airliner at 
the time the mysterious object was 
sighted. Conjecture about the C-47 
began to appear irrelevant, however, 
when the Macon ground crews agieed 
with Chiles and Whitted that the thing 
they had seen was going much faster 

. than two hundred miles an hour, and 

“so, unless it dawdled around some- 
where, wouldn’t have taken anything 
like an hour to get from Macon to 
Montgomery. 

Astronomers went to work on the 
problem. Dr. Hynek considered the 
possibility that a brilliant, slow-moving 
meteor might be the explanation. Vari- 
ous bits of the apparition’s description 
encouraged this notion—“orange-red 
flame,” “cigar-shaped,” “a tremendous 
burst of flame.” Unfortunately, the 
flight schedules of meteors are not avail- 
able, and Dr. Hynek had no means of 
testing his hypothesis. “It will have to 
be left to the psychologists to tell us 
whether the immediate trail of a bright 
meteor could produce the subjective im- 
pression of a ship with lighted win- 
dows,” he wrote in a report on his 
findings. The psychologists expressed 
the opinion that a meteor could indeed 
be mistaken for a space ship. Dr. Fitts, 
the Ohio State psychologist, observed 
that both Chiles and Whitted were 
human and therefore as likely to be 
victims of mass suggestibility as any- 
one else. Dr. Fitts told me during a 
talk I had with him that psychologists 
are used to the fact that even people of 
high mental calibre often make mis- 
takes about what they see. “Also, I 
would like to make the point that pilots 
are trained to instruments,” he said. 
“They grow very dependent on those 
“setruments, and I don’t know whether

the tower at the Fargo Municipal Air- 
port for clearance to land when he saw 
what seemed to be another plane’s tail- 
light a thousand yards away. He queried 
the tower, and the men there reported 
that the only other aircraft over the field 
was a Piper Cub. Gorman could see the 
Cub plainly outlined below him. Curi- 
ous, he flew toward the light. “It was 
about six to eight inches in diameter, 
clear white, and completely round, with 
a sort of fuzz at the edges,” Gorman 
later told investigators, adding that he 
saw “no outline of anything” around 
the edges. “It was blinking on and off. 
As J approached, however, the light sud- 
denly became steady and pulled into 
a sharp left bank. . . . I dived after it 
and brought my manifold pressure up 
to sixty inches, but I couldn’t catch up 
with the.thing. It started gaining alti- 
tude and again made a left bank. I put 
my F-51 into a sharp turn and tried 
to cut the light off in its turn. By then, 
we were at about seven thousand feet. 
Suddenly it made a sharp right turn 
and we headed straight at each other. 
Just when we were about to collide, 
I guess I got scared. I went into a dive 
and the light passed over my canopy at 
about five hundred feet. Then it made 
a left circle about a thousand feet above, 
and I gave chase again.” Gorman fol- 
lowed the light up to fourteen thousand 
feet, where, after another near collision, 
his ship went into a power stall and the 
light disappeared to the northwest. 
Gorman noticed no sounds or exhaust- 
trail odors. He had gunned his plane 
up to four hundred miles an hour with- 
out gaining on the light. It was able to 
maintain an extremely steep angle of 
ascent, far greater than that of his Air 
Force fighter. “When I attempted to 
turn with [the light], I blacked out 
temporarily, due to excessive speed,” he 
said, “I am in fairly good physical condi- 
tion and I do not believe there are many, 
if any, pilots who could withstand the 
turn and speed effected by that light and 
remain conscious.” 

Project Saucer suspected that Gor- 
man was tilting with a weather balloon. 
For one thing, it learned that the Fargo 
weather station had released a lighted 
balloon only ten minutes before Gor- 
man’s patrol stopped being routine. 
The object’s steady, practically vertical 
climb suggested the behavior of a bal- 
loon. A technician who once worked on 
Project Saucer told me recently that 
chasing a weather balloon with an air- 
plane is comparable to diving to the 
bottom of a pool after a hollow rubber

a remnant of one of the incendiary bal- 
loons the hopeful Japanese dispatched 
across the Pacific during the war in an 
effort to start forest fires. 

Even pictures taken of supposed sau- 
cers failed to impress the experts. There 
was the case of a man in Phoenix, 
Arizona, who spotted a flat gray ob- 
ject spiralling up and down in the sky 
at a speed that he estimated at between 
four and five hundred miles an hour, 
He snapped two pictures of it with his 
Brownie. Prints were rushed to Project 
Saucer, and Dr, Irving Langmuir, the 
physicist and a Nobel Prize winner, was 
asked to study them. The distinguished 
scientist learned that a thunderstorm 
had occurred just before the picture- 
taking, and concluded that he was look- 
ing at a couple of rather poor shots 
of a piece of paper being buffeted by 
the wind. 


X& time went on and the skies, appar- 
ently, continued to teem with fly- 
ing saucers, the generals in the Penta- 
gon, warming to their task, decided to 
enlarge the scope of the investigation. 
Commanders of all Air Force installa- 
tions in the country were ordered to 
assign Intelligence officers to look into 
sightings reported in their areas. The 
officers were instructed to solicit the as- 
sistance of municipal police officials, who 
might be familiar with the personalities 
of the saucer observers. The F.B.I. was

were studied by such men as Dr. George 
Valley, a nuclear physicist at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology; staff 
members of the research firm of Rand 
, Corporation; an assortment of physicists 
and aerodynamicists who specialize in 
the study of the stratosphere and the 
space beyond it; and the electronics ex- 
perts attached to the Cambridge Field 
Station. These men were all searching 
for physical rather than psychological 
explanations, and some fairly strange 
theories occurred to them—the possibil- 
ity that extraterrestrial animals were 
flying into our atmosphere, for example. 
(No data turned up to support that ar- 
resting idea.) The theory that the sau- 
cers were hostile aircraft was carefully 
studied and rejected. “The perform- 
ances of these saucers not only surpass 
the development of present science but 
the development of present fiction-sci- 
ence writers,” one scientist noted. The 
specialists also considered and rejected 
the concept of discs capable of riding the 
air on beams or rays of some kind. They 
even speculated on whether the anti- 
gravity shield that H. G. Wells thought 
up for his novel “The First Men in the 
Moon” would work; it wouldn’t, they 
decided. The supposition that interplan- 
etary craft were whizzing in at us was 
also discredited, despite its popularity 
with laymen. Space ships, the scientists 
thought, would have to be so large and 
unwieldy that they couldn’t possibly zig- 
zag as frivolously as the reported saucers 
did. Besides, a space ship, regardless of its 
size, could not, in the opinion of these 
men, carry sufficient fuel to remain for 
‘any length of time in the earth’s dense 
atmosphere. The scientists noted, too, 
that the supposed spacemen showed a re- 
‘markable lack of interest in the rest of 
the world, being, it would seem, almost 
unanimous in their desire to see America 
first. “The small area covered by the 
disc barrage points strongly to the belief 
that the flying objects are of earthly 
origin, be they physical or psycholog- 
ical,” one of the scientists reported. 
From the report. turned in by the 
astronomers, I learned that they, in ad- 
dition to seining out comets, meteors, 
bolides, and achondrites from the 
stream of objects people were seeing in 
the skies, had also thoughtfully con- 
sidered our planetary neighbors. The 
old question of the possibility of life on 
Mars took on a new urgency, and a new 
corollary: If there ave living creatures 
on Mars, would they be capable of 
building space ships? The astronomers

has shown that the people he has inter- 

viewed had been deceived by things 
that have been deceiving others all 
along—balloons, planes, meteors, and 
so on—but a nettling residue of around 
twenty per cent of the cases have wound 
up in that exasperating old pigeonhole 
labelled “Unidentified.” Nothing, for 
example, could be found to account 
for the “something silvery directly 
overhead” reported by a mystified Civil 
Aeronautics Administration inspector at 
Terre Haute. A commercial pilot who, 
flying near Battle Creek, Michigan, 
spotted “an oval-shaped silver object” 
ahead of his ship, posed a similarly un- 
solved problem, as did a highly respected. 
naval officer, stationed at the dirigible 
base at Lakehurst, New Jersey, who re- 
ported that he had stared through his 
binoculars at a brilliant image making 
turns that were far too tight for any 
known aircraft. 

Twenty-five per cent of the observ- 

ers interrogated by the Aerial Phenom- 
ena Officer in the last two and a half 
years have been military pilots. Eight 
per cent have been commercial pilots, 
some with as much as twenty years’ ex- 
perience in the air, and at one stage in 
the current phase of the investigation, 
even a few physicists at Los Alamos, 
New Mexico, men who make a fetish 
of objectivity, were interviewed after 
they’ reported having seen puzzling 
lights hovering above their atomic- 
energy laboratories. “If you took 
any one of these incidents by itself, 
it might not mean much,” Captain 
Ruppelt said. “But in view of the 
number and calibre of the informants, 
you couldn’t help taking their claims 
seriously.” 

In February, 1951, Dr. Urner 
Liddel, a nuclear physicist attached to 
the Office of Naval Research, at Wash-~- 
ington, D.C., declared that at last, 
thanks to the lifting of certain security 
restrictions, he could provide the solution 
to the mystery of the flying saucers: 
They were “skyhooks,” he said—bal- 
Joons a hundred feet in diameter, which 
the Navy had secretly been sending up 
for the past four years in order to 
study cosmic rays. Dr. Liddel’s asser- 
tion was immediately disputed by Dr. 

Anthony O. Mirarchi, who, as former 
head of the Air Force’s Atmospheric 
Composition Bureau, had assisted in the 
diagnosis of Project Saucer reports. Dr. 
Mirarchi said he thought the saucers 
might be missiles from some foreign 
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fourteen minutes, Piermay, “@ 
bright lights that resembN@yy talsags 
shooting stars, but three of them were 
moving horizontally, unlike any shoot- 
ing Star he had ever seen. Another com- 
mercial pilot who was reached in flight 
nearby said that he saw a light off his

Other pilots in the 
vicinity reported, however, that they 
could see nothing unusual. Toward 
daybreak, ten peculiar pips were counted 
simultaneously on Barnes’ screen. 
“There is no other conclusion I can 
reach but that for six hours on the 
morning of the twentieth of July there 
were at least ten unidentifiable objects 
moving above Washington,” Barnes 
wrote, “They were not ordinary air- 
craft.... Nor in my opinion could any 
natural phenomena account for these 
spots on our radar. Neither shooting 
stars, electrical disturbances, nor clouds 
could, either. Exactly what they are, I 
don’t know. Now you know as much 
about them as I do. And your guess is 
as good as mine.” 

A week later, at 9:08 p.m. on 
July 26th, the Air Route Traffic Con- 
trol Center’s radarscope again showed 
unidentifiable objects over Washing- 
ton. So did the screen at the Andrews 
Air Force Base, just outside the capi- 
tal. Two jet interceptors, capable of 
doing six hundred miles an hour, 
were dispatched from a base near New 
Castle, Delaware, to investigate. When 
the interceptors appeared on the radar- 
scopes, they were guided toward the 
objects. One of the pilots sighted 
four lights: approximately ten miles 
in front of his plane and slightly above 
it, but they vanished while he was 
trying to overtake them. Twenty 
minutes later, he saw “a steady white 
light,” but within a minute it, too, 
disappeared. “We have no evidence 
they were flying saucers,” an Air Force 
representative said later. “Conversely, 
we have no evidence they were not 
flying saucers. We don’t know what 
they were.” 

As a result of these two incidents, 
particularly the one involving the inter- 
ceptors, public agitation reached a new 
height. The Air Force was bombarded 
with hundreds of letters, telephone calls, 
and telegrams demanding information 
and offering advice. One of the smaller 
airlines supplied its crews with cameras 
and ordered them to photograph any 
saucers they encountered. A civilian 
wrote to the Air Force that he would 
let it in on “the secret” in return for a 
colonelcy. A Los Angeles pastor wrote 
to Einstein, beseeching him to clear up 
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tronomers, whom he called ‘‘our best 


advisers... in ‘eo: of visitors 
from elsewhere, WFO Weaph the sky 


continuously, but they had reported no 


saucers. The General was reminded 


that many of the people who had told of 
seeing the most spectacular things were 
considered the most reliable. He replied 
that he had no intention of discrediting 
them, but the fact remained that none 
of them had offered data of the kind a 
scientist would find useful. An Air 
Force officer whom General Sam- 
ford personally knew to be a com- 
petent witness had told him of seeing 
a saucer in the Middle East. This 
man, too, had been unable to obtain ac- 
curate measurements. ““We have many 
reports from credible observers of in- 
credible things,” the General remarked. 

Like General Moore, his predecessor 
in Project Saucer days, General Sam- 
ford denied that the Air Force was at- 
tempting to cover up secret experiments. 
When he was asked if the saucers might 
be the guided missiles of a foreign coun- 
try, he replied that he didn’t see how, on 
the basis of their weird performances, 
they could be unless “someone” had 
achieved a means of developing unlim- 
ited power—“power of such fantastic 
higher limits that it is a theoretical un- 
limited; it’s not anything that we can 
understand” —and. utilizing it under 
conditions in which no mass is involved. 
As for the latter, the General told the 
press, drawing a laugh, “You know, 
what ‘no mass’ means is that there’s 
nothing there.” “a 


HILE General Samford’s inter- 

view probably reassured the pub- 
lic as evidence that the Air Force was 
still on the job, it did nothing to lessen 
the nation’s saucer-consciousness. “The 
reporters had hardly thanked the Gen- 
eral for his comments when, on Au- 
gust Ist, a Coast Guard photographer 
produced a picture showing four bizarre 
lights burning brilliantly in a daylight 
sky. He said he had taken it over Salem, 
Massachusetts. The next day, a Har- 
vard astrophysicist called the photograph 
worthless because it was accompanied by 
no scientific data, such as temperature 
distribution and altitude. On August 
6th, an Army physicist at Fort Belvoir, 
Virginia, created the equivalent of flying 
saucers in his laboratory by introducing 
molecules of ionized air into a partial 
vacuum in a bell jar, and three days 
later an internationally known authori- 
ty on atmospheric conditions said of the 
physicist’s experiment, “I know of no 
conditions of the earth’s atmosphere,

Colonel Young suggested that further contact be made with 

Mr, Albert Chop of the Office of Public Informations, Office of ~~

Mr. Chop was contacted and advised that he was familiar 
with the attached "New Yorker" magazine article. He advised 
that Lang had gathered most of the material about two years ago 
when considerable publicity regarding flying saucers had appeared 
in newspapers. He does not know where Lang gathered the material 
at that time but assumes that he gathered it from various sources; 
such as other newspaper articles. When the recent publicity 
regarding flying saucers appeared tn newspapers, Lang renewed 
his tnterest in flying saucers and attempted to bring his 
article up to date. He contacted Mr. Chop for further current 
information. Mr. Chop advised that he gave Lang some routine 
items of tnterest regarding flying saucer complaints and ~— 
investigations by the Air Force, but that he instructed Mr. Lang 
not to contact the Air Technical Intelligence Center for further 
information from that source. Mr. Chop also advised that at 
no time was the FBI mentioned and that he has no idea where 
Lang obtained the information appearing in his article concerning 
FRI investigations. Mr. Chop advised that he is thoroughly 
familiar with Bureau policy pertaining to flying saucer investi-~- 
gattons,and that he at no time has indicated to any writer or 
newspaper representative that the FBI conducts investigations 
pertaining to flying saucers. Ur. Chop advised that, if the 
Bureau desires, he would be glad to contact Lang to discreetly 
determine where Lang obtained his information indicating that the 
FBI conducts investigations pertaining to flying saucers.

In writing to you who directs the influential Office of 
Investigation which has international connections, I would like to 
state the following: 


1°~a) I had the opportunity to read in a "Chilean" police magazine, in 
the section entitled, "Perfect Escapes," the escape of Dr. LINKE 
(2. years old, widower, who someltime in 1950, in London, was arrested 
on the 8th floor of the Building’ of Departments (?). The reason for 
.. his detention was his possible collaboration with VLADIMIR VLASAV in 
‘ "divulging to foreign govermments English aviation secrets". ) 


In his attempt to get away, which occurred between }]; and 5 
in the morning, a strange thing happened, “when the police came near 
the 8th floor, the whole building became dark, the elevators stopped 
and the telephones and loudspeakers became silent. When the police 
arrived on the 8th floor with their flash lights, they immediately 
went off. (Nevertheless, he was arrested at 6 A.M.). 


b) Dr. LINKE escaped from the Kent Prison (a few days after 
he was imprisoned) and according to statements of the author of the 
article, which should be accurate, he did it in the following manner: 
Between 12 midnight and 2 A.M., in rainy weather, Dr. JULIUS LINKE 
disappeared under the following circumstances: the electricity, elevators, 
telephones, and flash lights of the guards would not function. 
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According to the article, among other statements of the 
guards, was the fact that between midnight and 2 o'clock rain fell 
in torrents and for a few moments there was complete darkness because 
the lights went off. A guard tried to ring the alarm which would set 
off the siren, and it did not work; he yelled to another guard but did 
not get an answer, and his voice sounded very "distant"; although he 
tried to warn his chiefs personally, he could not run or even walk 
fast (he had to walk slowly). 


2°),--aA little before the fall of Berlin; "the motors of autos and 
trucks stopped unexpectedly," without any apparent explanation; after 
one hour they succeeded in starting them again. During this occasion 
it was commented that "something rare occurred in the atmosphere." 


3° = About three months ago I read in a local newspger about the "flying 
saucers," with the reservation that perhaps they would be speculating 
about the flying saucers; however, it is undeniable that they were 
telling the truth. It stated that, according to the article from a 

news agency, an officer and his associate who were flying a plane saw 

a “flying saucer." They followed it, but it, as in previous cases, 
whirled about and could not be reached. However, the flying saucer flew 
very high and then it began a rapid descent; it stopped a few seconds 

on the officer's airplane, paralizing the motors of the airplane, 
(according to statements of the aviators). Later the disk flew very 
high and was l@t from view, and the airplane motors began working. 


Any inference from the above statements -—- according to my 
way of thinking, -~ that these facts may appear to be imaginary, is 
dispelled by the statements of various witnesses on each occasion, and 
therefore they are "scientific" facts. 


If on two occasions paralization of electricity occurred, as 
well as what we may call paralization of vital forces (in the case of 
the guards), and in said cases "the interference of one person," 

Dr. LINKE, is inferred, why could not Dr. LINKE also be connected with 
the other two cases (2 and 3)? 


It may be that all this is not in any way related and that the 
flying saucers are nothing more than what has been given as a scientific 
explanation, but the "strange force," about which our ancestors have not 
spoken to us in history, we cannot deny. 


I submit for your full consideration all I have said, my 
only motive being "human interest for human affairs" and my desire for 
the progress of humanity, for a good future full of dignity and 
cosmic evolution.

Sheriff CHARLES RADCLIFF, Circleville, Pickaway County, 
Ohio, advised he is cognizant of a “flying saucer" report made by Mr. BRUCE 
STEVENSON, Rural Route 2, Circleville, Ohio. According to Sheriff RADCLIFF, 
Mr, STEVENSON reported that a saucer~shaped object had landed on his farm 
some time ago, and this report eventually reached local newspapers. In 
June, 1953, an individual discussed the matter with Mr. STEVENSON. Sheriff 
RADCLIFF advised that this person did not, to his knowledge, represent 
himself to be an FBI Agent. The Sheriff further declared that he has known 
BRUCE STEVENSON all his life and that he is a prosperous, well-respected 
local farmer, who is considered trustworthy. 


Mr. BRUpE STEVENSON, Rural Route 2, was interviewed 7-1h-53 
at which time he stated that shortly after he received some publicity regard- 
io Seo of sighting a saucer-shaped object, he was visited by one 


JACK T, who gave his address as Post Office Box 5112, Tri-Village 
Station, Columbus, Ohio. According to Mr. STEVENSON, GRANT told him he was 
a salesman of television antennas, and that for over six years he had 

been pursuing the hobby of investigating "flying saucer" reports. He 
emphasized that he had no official connection with any part of the Govern- 
ment, but stated that he had once been "checked" by the FBI. Mr. STEVENSON 
declared that GRANT showed him pictures of "flying saucers" and told him he 
was writing a book on the subject, which would be published soon. 


A search of the Cincinnati indices revealed no information 
identifiable with either BRUCE STEVENSON or JACK W. GRANT.

Dear Mr. PIWETZ, 


Your brother will probably have communicated with you about 
me as we became acquainted with,each other at a construction job. I 
told him a few things about inventions or utilization. Dear Mr. PIWETZ, 
be not angry with me because I am now turning to youe I hesitated such 
a long time as my wife does not wish to go abroad. Enclosed I am 
sending you 2 inventions, that is, ideas and I leave it to your own 
power of judgment whether one or both, or none of these inventions 
is suitable. If one seems to be profitable to you, you should apply 
for a patent in your own name as the best possible way and enter for me 
and for yourself 5% each of the net profit and 10% for your brother. 
I am giving you entirely a free hand, as you will undeubbedty: try to 
attain the greatest possible profit. 


And now, dear Mr. PIWETZ, I am taking the liberty of telling 
you something about an invention which the entire world wants to have. 
(I am only writing the most important facts.) Before the war I intended 
to make a toy, something which flies, and purely accidentally I discovered 
a hitherto unknown aerodynamic law. I experimented further. I improved 
and informed several cemrades. They were enthused and emigrated to 
South America. There they tried it on their own responsibility. People 
were killed and they failed to perfect the incomplete invention. They 
approached me again. As they were only ’artisans, these flying machines 
were, of course, built primitively. The first experiments to fly with 
a motorcycle motor attained the result of 250-300 km. Not bad for the 
years 1938-39! With a powerful motor they then flew 2600-2800 im. 

(hour kilometers). 
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After the war they came to me again and told me about their 
misfortune, that about 60% of all flights had been fatal. To make 
it very clear, they wanted to find out how I construct my flying 
apparatuses, because with a device, which endangers lives,they could 
not, of course, appear before the public, and, therefore, all this is 
still, so to speak, a private secret. In America, this flying 
machine is called "flying saucer," and since among my former comrades 
a quarrel broke out and they distrust each other and none of them has 
the intelligence, which this invention demands, they have not progressed 
over there. 


I imagine that they have stubbornly adhered to some construction, 
that is, become involved in it that they cannot advance. It has taken 
me years to reach the point where I can already say with respect to the 
construction plan that now the machine issafe for flying. Thereby I 
am losing, however, some speed, but, in return for it, safety is secured 
and this is the main thing. This machine is so very simple in its 
construction that, if one gives me an engineer and experts, I can build 
this apparatus in 5 to 6 weeks at the most (but only experimentally 
for a crew of 1 to 3 men). Then this machine attains, with an automobile 
motor of 80 to 120 h.p. about 700 to 1,000 kn. If a firm would exist, 
which does not shun the costs, I can, because of the simple construction 
of the machine, build the first machine immediately in such a manner that 
it exceeds the 2000 km. limit per hour. 


Because of the new aerodynamic law it is possible without 
any difficulty (everything without propellers) to reach such speeds. \ 
Now the idea has come to me to build some kind of popular flying machine 
which is cheaper than an automobile. One does not need any 
starting or landing strip and one would have a travelling speed of 
about 500 to 700 km. per hour. I believe that America would be the 
most favorable place in the world for it. You will now understand that I 
am very anxious to establish contact with a firm which is greatly 
interested in this invention. But as I have no knowledge of English, 
it is for me, from the very beginning, an affair which will come to 
nothing. If you, dear Mr. PIWETZ, can start the matter, you will not 
have done it in vain. I am not niggardly and besides I want to go 
to the U, 5S. A. to realize there a still larger project for which I 
need co-workers. The circular flying machines shall bring me the money 
for my further future plans, for I believe popular flying machines, 
accerding to my model and besides 100% safe from crash, will be a 
gigantic business. I do not know the magnates over there; perhaps 
HENRY FORD or an airplane factory, possibly a helicopter plant would 
be interested in it. 
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But I shall announce the names of my comrades only after 
I have received a contract pertaining to license or gratuities and 
after my arrival in the U. S. However, it must be added that I shall 
not lay out the money for the passage if some firm accepts me for the 
construction of the flying machines. But in addition to all that I -— 
need someone wno lives over there and who knows the English language, 
and now I am asking you, my dear Mr. PIWETZ, whether youc an 
function as my manager as they say in the U. 5S. A. Well, you know 
that the manager receives payment, and I believe that you will 
enjoy working with me later on inventions when I am over there. 
Incidentally I mention that I took a course as a chemist,(The "Do" - 
apparatuses, later called fog ~ or rocket-missiles, originated with me 
and also many other things.) I hope that you can decipher my 
hieroglyphic script. Such small writing is not in my line. So that 
you may see that I am not exaggerating, I declare upon oath that the 
invention, known by the name of "flying saucer," is my own, that I knew 
the men who are building these machines in South America, and that I 
can construct the above-described machine myself and attain at least 
2000 kn.

Dear Mr. PIVEC, 


I have received your letter of 1-12, on 1-19. Many thanks 
for your efforts. With joy I have taken cognizance of the fact that 
you have already contacted American authorities concerning my invention. 
However, I have no great hopes, because I know that with the U. 5. 
everything is defective, exactly as with the English. - Example: 
Already a long time ago I wrote 2 or 3 letters to the U. S. authorities 
at Salzburg and I was in Salzburg myself during the past year, but 
everything was in vain. - At the most, in response to my letters, some 
Russian agent comes; that is all. When I wrote in Switzerland at 
first to President TRUMAN and then to President EISENHOWER through an 
official bureau, also everything was of no avail. In the end, always 
Russian agents come. In May 1953, a big dirty pig arrived who wanted to 
make me believe that he would take me in an automobile to the emigration: 
office for Austrians in Switzerland. He enraged me to such an extent that 
I hit him in the face with my fist. But he had also helpers and I am 
not sure how it ended. I awoke,lying on the ground, and all had disappeared. 
Several days ago a man approached me at my working place who only pointed 
a finger upon me, saying: "You!" When I looked at him; he quickly ran 
away. I could not recognize him, but seemingly he knew me. - But 
the English are even more stupid. I wrote to the local city commandant's 
office about my invention (just like to you) but no reply came. When 
at one time I accidentally listened to "Radio Canada," I learned about 
my statements. Those people said that one had finally succeeded (possibly 
Scotland Yard) to obtain exact data on the German flying saucers and 
that one would, therefore, establish a research station in Canada with 
English experts, etc. I wondered whether the entire world had gone crazy. 
I offer my invention for sale, and those people make such a noise about itl 
They will never perfect the machine without my data. Well, I let you 
know that I am somewhat in the bad books here; strictly speaking since 1937, 
because of our eagle, also called misfortune. Our coat of arms, the bird

of Austria, has in its claws hammer and sickle, and when I announced

As a result of the above, the Militsry mombcrs suggested a 
logical avovroach which would call for e& group of scientists to make a 
study of the new "saucers" data in an effort to identify the nhenomena. 
If en identificetion can be wade by the scientists end it can be deter- 
mined thet the "saucers" are a scientific develooment, then IAC should

in charge of the crew and "55" guards in the otherwise desented 
area, observed a circular enclosure approximately 100 to 

150 yards in diameter protected from viewers by a tarpaulin- 
type wall approximately 50 feet high, from which a vehicle 
was observed to slowly rise vertically to a height sufficient 
to clear the wall and then to move slowly horizontally a 
short distance out of his view, which was obstructed by 
nearby trees. 


This vehicle, observed from approximately 
500 feet, was described as circular in shape, 75 to 100 
yards in diameter, and about 14 feet high, consisting of 
dark gray stationary top and bottom sections, five to six 
feet high. The approximate three foot middle section appeared 
to be a rapidly moving component producing a continuous blur 
similar to an aeroplane propeller, but extending tne cir- 
cumferance of the vehicle so far as could be observed. The 


noise emanating from the vehicle was similar but of somewhat 
lower pitch than the noise previously heard. The engine of 
the tractor again stalled on this occasion and no effort 

was made by the German driver to start the engine until the 
noise stopped, after which the engine started normally. 


Uninsulated metal, possibly copper, 
cables one and one-half inch to two inches in diameter, on 
and under the surface of the ground, in some places covered 
by water, were observed on this and previous occasions, 
apparently running between the enclosure and a small 
concrete column-like structure between the road and enclosure. 


This area was not visited by 
again until shortly after the end of World War II,. when it 
was observed the cables had been removed and the. previous 
locations of the concrete structure and the enclosure were 
covered by water. stated he has not been in 
communication since 1945 with any of the work crew of 16 
or 18 men, consisting of Russian, French and Polish POWs, 
who had discussed this incident among themselves many times.

BRIGHT WORLD IN HANDS OF SAUCER MOVEMENT 


(Editor's Note: This special message was 
received from Master Kalen-Li Retan (head of the 
planet Korendor, about 400 light years distant) on 
May 4, 1966 via special directional short-wave radio 
by Bob Renaud, the young electronic-technician whose 
remarkable story we printed in issues #18, 19, 20,21, 
ana 22, and which will be continued in our next issue. 

Since Bob's initial radio contact in 1961, he has 
talked with the crew of a spacecraft as he watched 
them on his special TV screen in his home — and 
eventually met his contacts in-person; visited their 
undersea and underground bases on our planet; was 
taken aboard many of their spaceships; and was 
actually allowed to pilot two of their small scout 
craft — one on a short solo flight.) 


"Kalo (Hello), friends. We will get directly to 
the point of our message to you. Frankly, we are 
appalled at the state of Earth at present. Despite our 
constant warnings and even our actual intervention in 
some instances, the condition upon your planet grows 
steadily worse. 

One subject on everyone's lips these days is 
Vietnam. From a little civil war, it has grown 
steadily and inexorably into a full scale conflict 
between the world's three major powers: the United 
States, the Soviet Union, and Communist China. 

Many influential people have used the approach 
of patriotism and love of God and Country to twist 
decent human feelings into dangerous channels of 
thought and action. With their charges of treason and 
sympathy with the enemy, they have aroused a good 
portion of the populace to a state of fear, distrust, 
and hatred of those who seek peace and love. Unfor- 
tunately, because some unconventional individuals 
have been associated with the peace movement, that 
entire operation has been seriously hindered. 

Your government is a military puppet, a mere 
parrot of the monstrosity that is the Military-Indus- 
trial complex. Your senators, except for a few, are 
robots, speaking what they are told to say. 

Your President is, unfortunately, a pawn of 
their needs and demands. We have contacted him 
several times concerning the state of affairs, and he 
has said that he could do nothing to change them, for 
if he were to speak out against the Asian conflict, he 
would be removed. This is what happened to the late 


Mr. Kennedy who, in his great humanitarianism, was ; 


reluctant to sacrifice his ideals and his visions for 
the sake of the Military Industrial octopus. He paid 
the supreme penalty for his efforts in behalf of 
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humanity. 

Make no mistake. Your government is not in the 
White House or the Congress. IT IS IN THE PENTA- 
GON, AND IN THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE VAST 
"DEFENSE"'-ORIENTED INDUSTRIES. It is THEY, 
not the President or the Congressmen, who run the 
United States. The facade government is merely to 
allay undue alarm or suspicion of the people. 

Examine another aspect of the Asian war, the 
ECONOMIC side. Do you recall that, in the stock 
reports just recently, the Dow-Jones average 
dropped sharply BECAUSE OF A RUMOR THAT 
NORTH VIETNAM HAD MADE A PEACE BID? Does 
the staggering implication of this news evade you? 
Stock prices suffering a heavy loss because of a 
rumor that peace might come to pass! 

This thought is most distressing. Your economy 
relies so heavily upon war and destruction, that if it 
were to stop, THE UNITED STATES ECONOMY 
WOULD SUFFER A MASSIVE DEPRESSION! Your 
money system would collapse like a house of cards. 
Millions would be unemployed, sick, hungry and 
homeless, Tremendous industrial complexes would 
close their doors. | : 

The utterly appalling fact is this: WAR IS 
PROFITABLE, Highly so! Every major conflict has - 
been accompanied by a strong peak in your monetary 
prosperity. Peace has usually been economically 
painful! 

After World War 1, the nation coasted for a while 
upon the fat put on during the boom of the war years. 
In 1929, the bottom fell out. After the Korean War, 
in the 1950's came another recession. What comes 
after Vietnam? No one knows, and no one wants to 
find out. The war in Vietnam is bringing an unheard~ 
of degree of affluence in the United States. Why kill 
a good thing by ending the war? The philosopy, in 
essence, is this: It is economically expedient to send 
military forces to Vietnam and elsewhere in Asia in 
order to wage war, because in doing so, the United 
States' economy is bolstered and maintained at a high 
level of prosperity; human life is secondary to the 
preservation of economic well-being! 

It is thus evident that, unless a drastic change is 
made in the structure of your economy, war will 
never end because the Military-Industrial complex 
WON'T LET IT! 

Many of you fear Communism. Where did that 
fear come from, Iask you? From within yourself? 
NO! It was brainwashed into you by the Military- 

_ Industrial complex. Who controls all your news 
media? The government and the advertisers. Who, 
then, is in a position to dictate what shall be printed? 
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The Military-Industrial complex, by opinion-control 
through the use of psycho-politics (brainwashing by 
controlled news management). 

Consider this: In order to survive, a commer- 
cial medium, such as a newspaper or magazine, 
requires a vast amount of advertising revenue. The 
mere subscription fees will not cover the costs. 
Thus, they depend for their continued existence upon 
money paid by advertisers. Suppose, then, that the 
editor of a certain newspaper decides that he is 
opposed to the Vietnam policy, and says so in his 
paper. The advertisers simply say to the editor, 
"Either you toe the mark and print what we want, or 
we'll withdraw our advertising. "' 

Such pressures are a fact of life. The newsmen 
are torn between their higher devotion to Truth, and 
also to the lower level of their physical needs. 
Rather than jeopardize their security and their 
futures they, of course, submit meekly to power. 
Their actions are fully understandable, and we do not 
hold them responsible. 

We throw the blame directly on the Military- 
Industrial complex which, by its underhanded dealing, 
threats of force, and economic pressure and retali- 
ation, has crushed the spirit of American journalism 
and turned it from a dynamic motivating force in 
American life into a weak-willed, subservient 
mouthpiece for the power-masters.. We blame them 
for the death of journalistic freedom and individuality! 

One more comment on this topic: May I say that 
a better economic system is already known to the 
leaders of the Flying Saucer Movement. It is the 
system known as Universal Economics. As we have 
said over and over before, it is the non-money 
economic system which MUST be applied on your 
planet before you can start to resolve most of your 
major problems and thus begin to establish a hiighly- 
advanced, non-destructive state of existance on 
Earth, such as we of more advanced planets have 
enjoyed for so long. INVESTIGATE THIS SYSTEM 
to evaluate it for its merit ~ then ACT to apply it! 
YOUR VERY SURVIVAL AS A CIVILIZATION MAY 
DEPEND UPON IT! 

Perhaps this is an opportune time to clarify a 
few questions which have been asked about us. 

‘Do we of Korendor work with the local planets 
in our operations? Yes, we do cooperate with them 
a great deal. However, our work on Earth is 
relatively independent of the local planets. We have 
many times overstepped what is considered to be the 
limit of interference upheld by Venus, Mars, and 
other planets. This has caused a good deal of debate 
between them and us. Each time we have pointed out 
that we of Korendor are basically pragmatic in nature. 
Although we do respect the laws of self-destiny, we 
feel also that where stepping in is required to prevent 
disaster, it is our right and our duty to do so. 

We have interfered in such places as the United 
States, China, Russia, and on a large scale in 
Vietnam. This has caused no end of consternation in 
the local Tribunal of Planets. We are sympathetic to 
their viewpoint, but we do feel that their policy is 
limited in its capacity to achieve the desired goals. 
It is our opinion that one cannot stand on the sidelines 
and achieve any noticeable results. 

As I have said before, we have infiltrated your 
planet. We are directly involved in Earth's life. 

You might say that you have been invaded — a strong 
way of phrasing it, to be sure, but nonetheless 
factual, since we walk and work amongst you daily! 

We have been asked about our physical appear- 
ance. We are humanoid, indistinguishable from 
yourselves, except that in our natural form we aver- 
age three to four feet in height. Every other dimen- 
sion is proportionately scaled, so that photographs of 
us would not reveal our origin in any way. 


We are able to increase our height while on 
Earth through a technical process related to telepor- 
tation. It is concerned with recording the atomic and 
molecular structures of our bodies, and then repro- 
ducing them identically on a larger scale. Differ- 
ences in our internal structure are adjusted by the 
computer which controls the reproducer. 

Our most common skin color is a little darker 
than yours, although we have skin colors which vary 
as yours do all over the Earth. Usually, however, 
we would look ''tan'' to you. We are NOT green, blue, 
or heliotrope, as has been suggested! 

Concerning our language, we generally use one 
of two tongues and we are fairly familiar with a third. 
On Korendor itself we speak the native language, 
Korendian. It is similar in many ways to your own 
languages since it, like yours, was originally derived 
from Galingua, one of the two universal tongues. 

The other is Solex Mal, which is more familiar to 
you, since it is used by your local Solar System 
planets. It is seldom heard now in our sector of 
space, as Galingua has replaced it almost completely. 

Unlike your own, however, the Korendian- 
Galinguan speech is very rhythmic, and has few 
sibilant sounds, such as "s"' or 'z"'. Some of the 
sharper sounds like "c'' and "k" are minimized. 
a beautiful language which is very musical and 
pleasant to hear. 

Perhaps you would be surprised to learn that 
ancient Latin was liberally taken from Galingua. 
There are many similarities in the two languages. 
Even modern English has roots on other worlds! 

In concluding my message to you, may I say — 
people of Earth: open up your minds and your hearts 
to the world around you. There is so much to be 
learned, so much to be discovered. Don't waste 
precious hours and days in bigotry and ignorance, 
and in senseless fighting and killing. To do so is 
truly a crime against nature and humanity. 

._ At this stage where you have the very stars 
almost in your grasp, how irrational and barbaric it 
is to spend futile hours warring with your brothers. 
As an old saying on your world puts it: ''As you make 
your bed, so shall you lie in it.’ The decision does 
not seem difficult. Here are the alternatives: A 
world living in harmony, justice, security and abun- 
dance for all, or a world continuing to reap the 
bloody harvests that grow from the seeds of hatred 
and mistrust. If left to their own devices, the 
majority of mankind will forge onward to a destiny of

destruction and annihilation, oblivious to the danger 


in their actions. They are short-sighted; they care 
little for the future. 

It is you New Age people, dedicated to the wel- 
fare of all mankind, and having the vision and under- 
standing of the ways to build the better world of 
tomorrow, who must lead the way. You have the 
future in YOUR hands, if you will but shoulder your 
responsibilities. The Flying Saucer Movement, as 
you call it, belongs to you. Support it in every way 
possible. Help it to grow until it is influential 
thoughout your world. Go out into the world and 
guide the misguided, find the lost, and recover the 
strays. We are behind you all the way. As we have 
said many times before, we will take two steps for 
every one that you take to help yourselves. 

The time has come for nations to "bury the 
hatchet", to clasp hands, and plunge into the future 
together — in co-operation toward mutual goals. 

Look to the heavens and realize that your destiny 
is not in bleak atomic desolation, but in the magnifi- 
cent greatness that you cai achieve if you will but 
work for it.

Head Saucerer Believes 
Martians Are Watching Us

Was Jesus Christ a Martian? 

“It's hard to say,” said Gabriel 
Green thoughtfully. Then he added 
that it certainly seems plausible. 

Tt’'s no trick at all to walk on water 
or ascend to the heavens if you have a 
Martian levitation belt around your 
waist and an anti-gravity beam to 
ride, Green explained. 

Furthermore, he said, the Martians 
now visiting earth on flying saucers 
are trying to save the earth's people 
from their own follies — just as the 
Savior was. 

Green can speak with some au- 
thority on these matters because, he 
says, he met and talked with a Martian 
once. Also a four-foot man from the 
Alpha Centauri star system. Also some 
other unearthly visitors: 
~ SOMETIMES, HE said, he met these 
flying saucer crewmen by telepathic, 
appointments. These were arranged 
through associates of his. with tele- 
pathic ‘talents. 

“And once in a while,” he said, “they 
would just call on the 

Green, who lives in ‘Angeles, is 
the head saucerer — the-president — 
of the Amalgamated Flying Saucer 
Clubs of America. 

Not being too telepathic, we just 
called Green on the phone to interview 
him about the recent rash of flying 
saucer sightings around. the country. 

“It is a continuation of their efforts: 
to enlighten us,” Green. replied in calm 
and cultured tones. 

“The current series of sightings and 
landings, 1 understand, will increase. 
They are not going to go away, as 
some members of our government 
would like.” 

WHY DO THEY keep buzzing down 
here and scaring people? 

“What with nuclear proliferation 
growing, it seems rather obvious that 
unless we start resolving the present 
problems facing mankind, we will 
destroy ourselves and perhaps some of 
the universe along with us,” Green ex- 
plained. 

“This is one of the primary reasons 
why the extra-terrestrials started mak- 
ing visitations in 1947, shortly after we 
developed this ability —- to watch over 
us and if possible to impart their ad- 
vanced scientific, technological and 
soctological knowledge to help us re-

solve these problems before we destroy 
ourselves.” 

Green said he is trying to do his 
humble best to help them spread that 
message. 

“The solutions they have given,” he 
sai 'dea) primarily with resolving the 
motives for wars, expansionism and 
poverty. They hope to eliminate the 
have-not nations . . . through superior 
financing. They have an advanced eco- 
nomic system they call Universal 
Economics. The economics part of it is 
what I personally am trying to trans- 
mit.” 

HE SAID RUEFULLY, however, 
that the saucer clubs themselves are in 
an economic pinch that has prevented 
needed research. 

Green said he runs the saucer clubs 
out of his own home, at 2004 North 
Hoover in Los Angeles, “to cut down 
on the overhead.” He said there are

Green said he had never seen one 
of the unearthlings beside his space 
ship. Then how could he be sure they 
weren't a hoax — practical - joking 
earthlings just putting him on? 

“Oh, I wouldn’t believe just anyone 
who walked up to me and said he was 
from Mars,” Green replied. 

“But if you get a call from the White 
House and were told President Hisen- 
hower would meet you at a certain 
time on the corner of Hollywood and 
Vine, and you went there, and a man 
there who looked like the President 
called you by name, wouldn't you be- 
lieve he was Eisenhower?” 

Green said he once asked a spaceling 
to prove himself by disappearing. 

“BUT HE REFUSED and told me to 
walk away,” Green said. “He was on a 
balcony five floors high, and I walked 
down a hallway for three or four sec- 
ond and turned and looked back and 
he was gone. There was no logical 
place for him to go from that baleony. 

Green believes the spacemen are un- 
doubtedly friendly, just as they profess 
to be, or otherwise they could have 
destroyed the earth long ago. 

“They say they want nothing from 


us but our friendship,” he said. “They 
would never destroy us. This would be 
a violation of their code of life. They 
revere all living things.” 

Apparently they do have lapses, 
though. 

“There was one decision that if any 
nation on earth fires a nuclear war- 
head, it will falt back on the people 
who fired it,” Green said. “I don’t know 
what their latest decision has been.” 

HE EXPLAINED that he hasn’t been 
in contact with a spaceman for two or. 
three years now. 

Green said people from many planets 
are visiting earth, and that accounts 
for the wide variety of flying saucers 
being sighted. 

One of his favorites is the Venusian 
scout ship.

Green said it is operational only 
within 5,000 to 10,000 miles of.a 
planet’s surface.

THE SPACE buffs, who 
assembled in a cavernous es- 
tablishment called the Blar- 
ney Castle, weren’t much im- 
pressed with Thursday’s So- 
viet moon landing, but they 
were awed and confused by 
what they reported to be a 


sharp increase in flying 
saucers. 

One delegate, Marianne}: 
Francis, warned that the/ 


sightings could mark the be- 
ginning of some “ominous 
changes” for the earth’s pop- 
ulation. But the convention 
chairman, Dr. Frank 
Stranges, said the “interplan- 
etary visitors” would turn 
out to be “angelic creatures |;

mankind.”

Green, who regularly runs 
for president as a “space age 
candidate,” says he cannot 
practice telepathy but insists 
he has met spacemen on at 
least six occasions. The last 
of his visitors, he said, was 
four feet tall and came from 
the Alpha Centauri solar 
system. 


A muscular, even-featured |’ 
young man named. Wesley 
Bateman said he never had 
met spacemen but that he 
was in “constant communica- 
tion with them through tele- 
pathy” and offered a_pro- 
gram of instriction to other 
delegates who sought similar 
contacts.

“The Air Force is trying to explain something 
that isn't susceptible to explanation.” 

Robert Risser, director of the Oklahoma Sci. 
ence and Art Foundation planetarium at Okla- 
homa City, believes ‘the Air Force must have 
had its star-finder upside down during Aug- 
ust,’ when . several . reparts of flying saucers 
were ascribed by the Ajr’ ‘Force to sightings of 
stars. ‘‘The constellations of Taurus and Orion 
weren't yisible at the time the Air Force said 
the sightings were made, I think they made an 
error.”

BRIGHT WORLD IN HANDS OF SAUCER MOVEMENT 


(Editor's Note: This special message was 
received from Master Kalen-Li Retan (head of the 
planet Korendor, about 400 light years distant) on 
May 4, 1966 via special directional short-wave radio 
by Bob Renaud, the young electronic-technician whose 
remarkable story we printed in issues #18, 19, 20,21, 
and 22, and which will be continued in our next issue. 

Since Bob's initial radio contact in 1961, he has 
talked with the crew of a spacecraft as he watched 
them on his special TV screen in his home — and . 
eventually met his contacts in-person; visited their 
undersea and underground bases on our planet; was 
taken aboard many of their spaceships; and was 
actually allowed to pilot two of their small scout 
craft — one on a short solo flight.) 

"Kalo (Hello), friends. We will get directly to 
the point of our message to you. Frankly, we are 
appalled at the state of Earth at present. Despite our 
constant warnings and even our actual intervention in 
some instances, the condition upon your planet grows 
steadily worse. 

One subject on everyone's lips these days is 
Vietnam. From a little civil war, it has grown 
steadily and inexorably into a full scale conflict 
between the world's three major powers: the United 
States, the Soviet Union, and Communist China. 

Many influential people have used the approach 

_ of patriotism and love of God and Country to twist 
decent human feelings into dangerous channels of 
thought and action. With their charges of treason and 
sympathy with the enemy, they have aroused a good 
portion of the populace to a state of fear, distrust, 
and hatred of those who seek peace and love. Unfor~ 
tunately, because some unconventional individuals 
have been associated with the peace movement, that 
entire operation has been seriously hindered. 

Your government is a military puppet, a mere 
parrot of the monstrosity that is the Military~Indus- 
trial complex. Your senators, except for a few, are 
robots, speaking what they are told to say. 

Your President is, unfortunately, a pawn of 

their needs and demands. We have contacted him 
several times concerning the state of affairs, and he 
has said that he could do nothing to change them, for 
if he were to speak out against the Asian conflict, he 
would be removed. This is what happened to the late 
Mr. Kennedy who, in his great humanitarianism, was 
reluctant to sacrifice his ideals and his visions for 
the sake of the Military Industrial octopus. He paid 
the Pupreme penalty for his efforts in behalf of 
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humanity. 

Make no mistake. Your government is not, in the 
White House or the Congress. IT IS IN THE PENTA- 
GON, AND IN THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE VAST 
"DEFENSE"-ORIENTED INDUSTRIES. It is THEY, 
not the President or the Congressmen, who run the 
United States. The facade government is merely to 
allay undue alarm or suspicion of the people. 

. Examine another aspect of the Asian war, the 
ECONOMIC side. Do you recall that, in the stock 
_reports just recently, the Dow-Jones average 
dropped sharply BECAUSE OF A RUMOR THAT 
NORTH VIETNAM HAD MADE A PEACE BID? Does 
‘the staggering implication of this news evade you? 
Stock prices suffering a heavy loss because of a 
rumor that peace might come to pass! : 
~~~“Fhis thought is most distressing. Your economy 
relies so heavily upon war and destruction, that if it _ 
were to stop, THE UNITED STATES ECONOMY 
WOULD SUFFER A MASSIVE DEPRESSION! Your 
money system would collapse like a house of cards. 
Millions would be unemployed, sick, hungry and 
homeless, Tremendous industrial complexes would 
close their doors. 

The utterly appalling fact is this: WAR IS 
PROFITABLE. Highly so! Every major conflict has - 
been accompanied by a strong peak in your monetary 
prosperity. Peace has usually been economically 
painful! 

After World War 1, the nation coasted for a while 
upon the fat put on during the boom of the war years. 
In 1929, the bottom fell out. After the Korean War, 
in the 1950's came another recession. What comes 
after Vietnam? No one knows, and no one wants to 
find out. The war in Vietnam is bringing an unheard- 
of degree of affluence in the United States. Why kill 
a good thing by ending the war? The philosopy, in 
essence, is this: It is economically expedient to send 
military forces to Vietnam and elsewhere in Asia in 
order to wage war, because in doing so, the United 
States' economy is bolstered and maintained at a high 
level of prosperity; human life is secondary to the 
preservation of economic well-being! 

It is thus evident that, unless a drastic change is 
made in the structure of your economy, war will 
never end because the Military-Industrial complex 
WON'T LET IT! 

Many of you fear Communism. Where did that 
fear come from, I ask you? From within yourself? 
NO! It was brainwashed into you by the Military- 
Industrial complex. Who controls all your news 
media? The government and the advertisers. Who, 
then, is in a position to dictate what shall be printed? 
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The Military-Industrial complex, by opinion-control 
through the use of psycho-politics (brainwashing by 
controlled news management). : 

Consider:this: In order to survive, a commer- 
cial medium, such as a newspaper or magazine, 
requires a vast amount of advertising revenue. 
mere subscription fees will not cover the costs. 
Thus, they depend for their continued existence upon 
money paid by advertisers. Suppose, then, that the 
editor of a certain newspaper decides that he is 
opposed to the Vietnam policy, and says so in his 
paper. The advertisers simply say to the editor, 
"Either you toe the mark and print what we want, or 
we'll withdraw our advertising.” 

Such pressures are a fact of life. The newsmen 
are torn between their higher devotion to Truth, and 
also to the lower level of their physical needs. 

Rather than jeopardize their security and their 
futures they, of course, submit meekly to power. 
Their actions are fully understandable, and we do not 
hold them responsible. 

We throw the blame directly on the Military- 
Industrial complex which, by its underhanded dealing, 
threats of force, and economic pressure and retali- 
ation, has crushed the spirit of American journalism 
and turned it from a dynamic motivating force in 
American life into a weak-willed, subservient 
mouthpiece for the power-masters. We blame them 
for the death of journalistic freedom and individuality! _ 

One more comment on this topic: May I say that 
a better economic system is already known to the 
leaders of the Flying Saucer Movement. It is the 
system known as Universal Economics. As we have 
said over and over before, it is the non-money 
economic system which MUST be applied on your 
planet before you can start to resolve most of your 
major problems and thus begin to establish a highly- 
advanced, non-destructive state of existance on 
Earth, such as we of more advanced planets have . 
enjoyed for so long. INVESTIGATE THIS SYSTEM 
to evaluate it for its merit — then ACT to apply it! 
YOUR VERY SURVIVAL AS A CIVILIZATION MAY 
DEPEND UPON IT! 

Perhaps this is an opportune time to clarify a 
few questions which have been asked about us- ~ 

Do we of Korendor work with the local planets 
in our operations? Yes, we do cooperate with them 
a great deal. However, our work on Earth is 
relatively independent of the local planets. We have ~ 
many times overstepped what is considered to be the 
limit of interference upheld by Venus, Mars, and 
other planets. This has caused a good deal of debate 
between them and us. Each time we have pointed out 
that we of Korendor are basically pragmatic in nature. 
Although we do respect the laws of self-destiny, we 
feel also that where stepping in is required to prevent 
disaster, it is our right and our duty to do so. 

We have interfered in such places as the United 
States, China, Russia, and on a large scale in 
Vietnam. This has caused no end of consternation in 
the local Tribunal of Planets. We are sympathetic to 
their viewpoint, but we do feel that their policy is 
limited in its capacity to achieve the desired goals. 

It is our opinion that one cannot stand on the sidelines 
and achieve any noticeable results. 

As I have said before, we have infiltrated your 
planet. We are directly involved in Earth's life. 

You might say that you have been invaded — a strong 
way of phrasing it, to be sure, but nonetheless 
factual, since we walk and work amongst you daily! 

We have been asked about our physical appear- 
ance. We are humanoid, indistinguishable from 
yourselves, except that in our natural form we aver- 
age three to four feet in height. Every other dimen- 


The 


sion is proportionately scaled, so that photographs of 
us would not reveal our origin in any way. 


We are able to increase our height while on 
Earth through a technical process related to telepor- 
tation. It is concerned with recording the atomic and 
molecular structures of our bodies, and then repro- 
ducing them identically on a larger scale. Differ- 
ences in our internal structure are adjusted by the 
computer which controls the reproducer. 

Our most common skin color is a little darker 
than yours, although we have skin colors which vary 
as yours do all over the Earth. Usually, however, 
we would look "tan" to you. We are NOT green, blue, 
or-heliotrope, as has been suggested! 

Concerning our language, we generally use one 


‘of two tongues and we are fairly familiar with a third. 


On Korendor itself we speak’ the native language, — 
Korendian. It is similar in many ways to your own 
languages since it, like yours, was originally derived 
from Galingua, one of the two universal tongues. 

The other is Solex Mal, which is more familiar to 
you, since it is used by your local Solar System 
planets. It is seldom heard now in our sector of 
space, as Galingua has replaced it almost completely. 

Unlike your own, however, the Korendian- 
Galinguan speech is very rhythmic, and has few 
sibilant sounds, such as "'s" or ''z''.. Some of the 
sharper sounds like "c" and "k" are minimized. 

a beautiful language which is very musical and 
pleasant to hear. 

Perhaps you would be surprised to learn that 
ancient Latin was liberally taken from Galingua. 
There are many similarities in the two languages. 
Even modern English has roots on other worlds! 

In concluding my message to you, may I say — 
people of Earth: open up your minds and your hearts 
to the world around you. There is so much to be 
learned, so much to be discovered. Don't waste 
precious hours and days in bigotry and ignorance, 
and in senseless fighting and killing. To do so is 
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‘truly a crime against nature and humanity. 


At this stage where you have the very stars 
almost in your grasp, how irrational and barbaric it 
is to spend futile hours warring with your brothers. 
As an old saying on your world puts it: 'As you make- 
your bed, so shall you lie in it." The decision does 
not seem difficult. Here are the alternatives: A 
world living in harmony, justice, security and abun- 
dance for all, or a world continuing to reap the 
bloody harvests that grow from the seeds of hatred 
and mistrust. If left to their own devices, the 
majority of mankind will forge onward to a destiny of 
destruction and annihilation, oblivious to the danger 
in their actions. They are short-sighted; they care 
little for the future. , 

It.is you New Age people, dedicated to the wel- 
fare of all mankind, and having the vision and under- 
standing of the ways to build the better world of 
tomorrow, who must lead the way. You have the 
future in YOUR hands, if you will but shoulder your 
responsibilities. The Flying Saucer Movement, as 
you call it, belongs to you. Support it in every way 
possible. Help it to grow until it is influential 
thoughout your world. Go out into the world and. 
guide the misguided, find the lost, and recover the. 
strays. We are behind you all the way. As we have 
said many times before, we will take two steps for 
every one that you take to help yourselves. 

The time has come for nations to "bury the 
hatchet'', to clasp hands, and plunge into the future - 
together — in'co-operation toward mutual goals. 

Look to the heavens and realize that your destiny 
is not in bleak atomic desolation, but in the magnifi- 
cent greatness that you can achieve if you will but 
work for it. Choose the right path and you will soon 
qualify to join with us in our journeys amongst the 
stars.

“It’s hard ‘to say,” said Gabriel 
Gfeen. thoughtfillly. ‘Then he. added 
that it’certainly’ seems plausible. 

".. It’s no trick at all to walk on water 
‘or ascend to the heavens if you have a 
Martian levitation belt around _your 
waist .and an. anti-gravity. beam to 
ride, Green explained. 

Furthermore, he said, the Martians 
now visiting earth on “nying saucers 
are trying to save the earth's people 
from their own follies —-just as the 
Savior was. 

Green can speak with some au- 

-thority on these mafters because, he 
says, he met and taiked with a Martian 
once. Also a four-foot man from ‘the 
Alpha Centauri star system. Also some 
other unearthly visitors: 
- SOMETIMES, HE said, he met these 
flying saucer crewmen by ‘telepathic, 
appointments. These were arranged 
through associates of his. with ~tele- 
pathic ‘talents. 

“And once in a while,”-he said, “they 
would just cal? on the phone.” 

Green, who lives in Los Angeles, is 
the head saucerer — the president — 
of the Amalgamated Flying Saucer’ 
Chabs of America. 

Not being too telepathic, we just 
called Green on the phone to interview. 
him about the recent rash of flying 
saucer sightings around.the country. 

“It is a continuation of their efforts: 

. to enlighten us,” Green replied in calm 
and cultured tones. 

“The current series of sightings and 
landings, I understand, will increase. 
They are not going to go away, as 
gome members of our government 
would like.” 

WHY DO THEY ‘keep buzzing down 
here and scaring people? 

“What with n welea r proliferation 
growing, it seems rather obvious that 
unless we start resolving the- present - 
problems facing mankind, we will 

: destroy ourselves and perhaps some of 

the universe along with us,” Green ex- 

plained. 
“This is one of the primary reasons 
why the extra-terrestrials started mak- 

' jng visitations in 1947, shortly after we 
developed this ability. — to watch over 
us and if possible to impart their ad- 
vanced sctentific, technological and 
sociological knowledge to help us re-

Green said he is trying to do-his 
humble best to help them spread that 
Message. 

“The solutions they have given,” he 
said, “dea] primarily with resolving the 
mbdtives for wars, expansionism and 
poverty. They hope to eliminate the 
have-not nations . . . through superior 
financing. They have an advanced eco- 
nomic system they call Universal 
Economics. The economics part of it is 
what I personally am trying to trans- 
mit.” 

HE SAID RUEFULLY, however, 
that the saucer clubs themselves are in 
an economic pinch that has prevented 
needed research. . 

Green said he runs the saucer clubs 
out of his’ own home, at 2004 North 
Hoover in Los Angeles, “to cut down 
on the overhead.” He said there are 
clubs in 50 major US. cities and 


‘abroad, with a total of about 3,500 


members. Houston has no club, he said, 
but he does have some interested Hous- 
tonians on his mailing list. : 
“We are a contact-oriented research 
group,” he said, “meaning that many 
of our members have made actual

Green said he has sighted 85 to 100 
spacecraft around Los Angeles over 
the years and has met “half a dozen 
or.so members of the crews.” 

BUT GREEN BELFYTLED his own 
experiences. 

“They're so insignificant it’s hardly 
worth talking about them,” he said. 
“Some of our members have actually 
been taken for rides in spacecraft. 

“I certainly wouldn't turn down a 
ride if it.were offered me. But they've 
never asked me,” 

Green said he met the Martian by 
appointment at a friend’s home, and he 
looked “just like anybody you'd meet 
on the street.” He was casually 
dressed, Green said, and wore a short- 
sleeve, shimmery, metallic-looking 
shirt which he said would stop bullets. 

All in all, a handsome chap, Green 
said. 

‘I felt his hair and it was quite 
coarse and worn jn a V-shape down to- 
ward the center of the forehead,” 
Green said. “But I rather doubt all 
Martians wear their hair alike, any 
more than we do.

Centauri man several times — once in 
the Green home. 

“He was dressed ordinarily and was 
about four feet tall, although this was 
unusual. Most of the reports of them 
are that they are normal height or 
larger,” Green said. 

“There was that space ship that 
landed near Albuquerque, for instance, 
with a crew of four men and five wom- 
en. They were very beautiful, very well 
proportioned. Seven to nine feet tall.” 

Green said he had met other inter- 
Stellar travelers but would “rather not 
go into the whole list.” 

Where did they park their space 
ships while they were visiting him? 

“OH, SOMETIMES they actually 
park them — hang them up in the sky 
with a force field around them. Then 
they have an anti-gravity beam and 
levitation belts they wear around the 
waist to get on down to earth, 

“Through these, they can accom- 
plish such miracles as walking on 
water and ascending into the heavens.” 

Green said he is 41 and was a 
photographer with the Los Angeles 
Board of Education until he resigned 
in 1959 to try to help the spacemen 
save civilization. 

Green said naturally he asked to 
take the spacemen’s picture, but they 
refused and he abided by their wishes. 

“An associate of mine once tried to 
sneak a couple of flash pictures,” he 
said, “but two times the flash gun 
wouldn't fire, even though the camera 
was'in perfect working condition.

Green said he had never seen one 
of the unearthlings beside his space 
ship. Then how could he be sure they 
weren't a hoax — practical - joking 
earthlings just putting him on? 

“Oh, I wouldn’t believe just anyone 
who walked up to me and said he’ was 
from Mars,” Green replied. 

“But if you get a call from the White 
House and were told President Eisen- 
hower would meet you at a certain 
time on the corner of Hollywood and 
Vine, and you went there, and a man 
there who looked like the President 
called you by name, wouldn’t you be- 
lieve he was Eisenhower?” 

Green said he once asked a spaceling 
to prove himself by disappearing. 

“BUT HE REFUSED and told me to 
walk away," Green said. “He was on a 
balcony five floors high, and I walked 
down a hallway for three or four sec- 
ond and turned and looked back and 
he was gone. There was no logical 
place for him to go from’ that baleony. 

Green believes the spacemen are un- 
doubtedly friendly, just as they profess 
to be, or otherwise they could have 
destroyed the earth long ago. 

“They say they want nothing from 


us but our friendship,” he said, “They 
would never destroy us. This would be 
a violation of their code of life. They 
revere all living things.” 

Apparently they do have lapses, 
though. 

“There was one decision that if any 
nation on earth fires a nuclear war- 
head, it will fall back on the people 
who fired it,” Green said. “I don’t know 
what their latest decision has been.” 

HE EXPLAINED that he hasn’t been 
in contact with a spaceman for two or 
three years now. 

Green said people from many planets 
are visiting earth, and that accounts 
for the wide variety of flying Saucers 
being sighted. 

One of his favorites is the Venusian 
scout ship, That’s the one about 50 feet 
in diameter with the three protruding 
semi-spheres on the bottom and the 
portholes around the cabin. 

Green said it is operational only 
within 5,000 to 10,000 miles of. a- 
planet’s surface. He said it comes down 
from a cigar-shaped mother ship that 
parks up there. The’ mother ship can 
make interplanetary trips. 

At this point we decided to end the 
interview. The long-distance line to Los 
Angeles had begun makifg an eerie 
wheeee and: then an ominous blup- 
biup-blup.

Also, for the Bureau's information, there was re- 
cently published (first printing June 1966) a book entitled 
"Flying Saucers - Serious Business", Lyle Stuart, Inc., 
publishers, authored by Frank Edwards. This book is now in 

its third edition and is available in paperback, published 

by Bantam Books, and it is probably a contributing factor to 

the current controversy; _ 


In this book author Edwards points out that flying 
Saucers were observed in the spring of 1946, in Scandinavia 
and Russia (which he points out is about a year from the date 
of the testing of the Alamago atomic bomb), and the book 
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documents many reports throughout the world of UFOs since that 
date, and claims that 1965 was the year of the greatest number 
of UFO sightings and that these were observed by multiple wit- 
nesses, It is author Edwards! contention that UFOs are space 
vehicles sent to observe activities on earth and the Air Force, 
which is charged with the responsibility of investigating UFOs, 
has deliberately withheld information and given misleading 
explanations because it fears a mass panic by the public if 
the public were told the truth. 


The book describes UFOs as polished metal objects, 
radiating heat and light (sufficient to have burned witnesses 
who were too near), and emitting some force field that inter- 
feres with electromagnetic instruments and power sources, 
Colors range from brilliant white to dull reds and brilliant 
orange, Some objects have carried blinking lights. There are 
three basic shapes: 1) zeppelin-shaped ships up to 300 feet 
long; 2) disk-shaped objects ranging from a few feet in dia- 
meter to 100 feet, with many reported at about 30 feet diameter; 
and 3) egg-shaped objects, which according to the author are 
the ones most recently sighted. 


According to the book, the objects move silently and 
attain fantastic speeds, yet can hover motionless in mid-air; 
they have been reported to land and to take off with great 
speed, usually with a burst of light from the underside, which 
in some cases has left the ground beneath them scorched, 


Many of the persons named in the book who have re- 
ported them are reliable individuals, including law enforce- 
ment officers, military personnel on official duty, military 
pilots, commercial airline pilots, civilian defense officials, 
ete. A number of photographs of the objects have been repro- 
duced in the book, some reportedly taken by repubable persons. 
Many reported sightings are from atomic and missile research 
areas, 


Wreckage of crashed saucers has been reportedly re- 
covered on at least three occasions, in one case described as 
a magnesium alloy, in another as pure magnesium, and in a third 
case, attributed to an official of the Canadian government, the 
material was described as an exceptionally hard unknown metal, 
actually a matrix of magnesium orthosilicate which contained 
thousands of 15-micron metal spheres throughout, and showing 
evidence of micro-meteorites on its surface, 
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A few witnesses have reported seeing crewmen who 
hand landed from the objects, who are described as three and 
a half to four feet tall, wearing what appear to be space suits 
and helmets. 


Author Edwards concludes this book with a prediction 
that in the near future UFOs will make an "overt landing" or 
deliberate contact with earth. 


A copy of this letter is being directed to Denver, 
in view of the contract awarded to Dr. EDWARD U, CONDON. 


The above is being called to the Bureau's attention 
in view of the press report of mounting pressure for a civilian 
controlled investigative agency to handle UFO matters.

(Metal splatters on the leading edge of the horizontal stabilizer were 
identified by spectrographic analysis as being formed from two 
different aluminum alloys. However, these alloys could not be 
identified since the chemical composition of the deposits did not 
conform to any alloy used in the airplane. The long axis of the 
deposits varied from 18 degrees inboard to lh degrees outboard.)
